It is 
learnei from a trustworthy source that 
the President has had no desire to 
conceal his friendshi for the {liberal 
movement in Virginia. % reducing the inter- 
nal revenue districts in that State from five to 
three he has dropped Collectors Botts and 
Rives, who were not regarded by Senator Ma- 
bone asin sympathy with the Liberals. Mr. 
J. H. Rives, of Lynchburg, who was Collector 
of the Fourth District, accepted a “ straight- 
out” nomination for Congress last Fall,and Gen, 
Mahone declared at the time that his candi- 
jacy defeated the election of a Readjuster in 
the district. Collector James D. Brady of the 
old Second District, who is to be Collector 
of the new Second, is Gen. Mahone’s 
trusted lieutenant: John B. Raulston, 
named Collector of the new Fourth District 
and William E. Craig, appointed Collector of 
the new Sixth, are represented to bave been 
chosen by Gen, Mahone. It is further asserted 
that in the rearrangement of the dis- 
tricts the suggestions of the Readjuster 
leader, who has been a frequent vis- 
itor at the White House during the 
last month, have been very generally, if not 
literally, followed, and that they will prove to 
be of great assistance in strengthening the po- 
litical control of the Virginia Liberals all over 
the State. 

The disposition to encourage a break-up of 
Bourbonism is detected by a Southern gentle- 
man in the President’s arrangement of dis 
tricts and appointment of Coliectors in North 
Carolina. Col. 1. M. Young, who 1s made Cei- 
lector of the new Fourth District, has been a 
coalitionist. Dr. William H. Wheeler, wko 
was a ‘straight out,” is made Collector 
of the Fifth, He will favor coalition 
bereafter, while his predecessor, George B. 
Everitt, who was a coalitionist, is to be made 
a Register of Public Lands at Mitchell, 
Dakota. Col. Thomas N. Cooper, Collector 
of the Sixth District, is retained in his 
place. He is strongly in favor of a 
coalition party in the State. lt may be 
stated, as perhaps indicating the earnestness 
of the leading Republicans in the coalition 
movement, that ex-Collector John J. Mott, 
formerly of the Sixth District, who has been 
in Washington for two or three weeks and has 
seen the President several times, is about to 
start an Administration and coalition journal 
4 at Raleigh. 

The stories about the President’s attitude 
toward the Mahone movement in Virginia and 
the liberal movement in North Carolina are 
interesting in one light. For some time dur- 
ing the session of Congress the impression was 
conveyed to visitors at the hite House 
that the President had lost faith in the 
Virginia movement, and was disposed to 
“cut loose” from Senator Mahone. Several 
prominent’ Senators who shared this view 



































































expressed themselves very distinctly in 
stating that they thought the time 
had about arrived when the Re- 
publicans should refuse to maintain 


an alliance with the Virginia Readjuster lead- 
ers. Gen. Mahone has always laughed at the 
suggestion that the Admunistration might 
abandon him. Senator Riddieberger has 
frankly declared that he did not care 
if the Readjusters were abandoned, and 
has said that if the Republicans 
parted company with them the Readjusters 
would stand for themselves and their cause 
against the Bourbons, to do what they could. 
One prominent North Carolina Republican, 
who has always been opposed to a coalition in 
his State, said to-day that he was assured that 
the President was desirous that such a move- 
ment should be encouraged, and that he 
should adopt the President’s views.

A GROWL FROM BUFFALO. 
¢HE DISTRICT GONSOLIDATION DENOUNCED 
ON ALL HANDS. 

Burrato, June 26.—A good deal of sur- 
prise and disagreeable comment is caused here 
by the merging of the Buffalo revenue dis- 
trict with that of Rochester. No consoli- 
lation was looked for, as each was 
a large district before, but in any case it 
was not thought possible that the large 
Buffalo district would be merged with a 
smaller one anywhere and tbe Collector 
taken from this most important point. 
Collector Buell said to-day that little effort 
had been made in behalf of Buffalo, as it 


was generally conceded that the Thirtieth 
District was too important to be swallowed up 
by any other, and that in no event would the 
department think of removing the head 
quarters from this city. Only two telegrams 
anda single letter had been sent to Washing- 
ton in Buffalo’s interest since the talk of con- 
solidation began. The result is generally 
attributed to the activity of Senator Lapham 
in bebalf of his man Pierce, of Canandaigua. 
The Stalwart crgen here, which always de- 
fends President Arthur, expresses the opinion 
that he Jeft this matter to Secretary Folger, 
who fell under Mr. Lapham’s influence. It 
declares the consolidation a serious mistake, 
and adds: “When we say this we speak in 
behalf of the great business interests of Buf- 
falo and Western New-York. As a matter 
of necessity an office must be maintained 
bere. It will be in charge of a deputy head 
clerk or some subordinate officer, while the 
Collector will hold forth at Rochester. Yet 


two-thirds of all the revenue collected 
in the district will be paid in at 
the Buffalo or branch office and 


puly one-third at the Rochester or main office. 
This is not the way such matters are usually 
arranged, and we submit it is not the way in 
which a prudent business man would manage 
his private affairs.’ The same paper says 
Collector Buell, who goes out, has been “a 
model officer.”” The general feeling expressed 
among business men of all sorts and shades of 
politics is that there can be no sufficient ex- 
cuse for merging the Buffalo district. One 
man ventured the opinion that “If Dick 
Crowley had not been absent in California it 
\ could not have happened.” One of the causes 
suggested for the act is that Buffalo is too 
much given to independent Republicanism, 
and the President wanted to punish the city

JERSEYMEN DISSATISFIED. 
COLLECTOR BARCALOW’S UNPOPULARITY A8 
A RAILROAD POLITICIAN. 

Newark, June 26.—The consolidation 
of Revenue Collector Hathorn’s district with 
the Third Revenue District of New-Jersey, 
and the superseding of Mr. Hathorn by “Cal” 
Barcalow, has created a genuine sensation in 
Newark. When the statement that such a 
course was in contemplation was first made it 
was deemed so improbable that no effort was 
made to defeat it, but subsequently a large 
delegation of influential Republicans went to 


Washington to argue against it. They 
were not so much interested in bebalf 
of Mr. Hathorn as against the proposed 
consolidation of districts, which seemed justi- 
fiable on the score of economy, as in the ef- 
fort to prevent the appointment of Barcalow. 
For years Mr. Barcalow has been notorious 
from one end of the State to the other as the 
lobby agent at Trenton, during the sessions of 
the New-Jersey Legislature, of the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Coneesy. He has been ac- 
tively engaged in pushing all schemes in which 
that road has been interested and in defeating 
all schemes to which it was opposed. He has 
also been a conspicuous figure in securing 
the nomination and election of the railroad’s 
friends to State and national offices, and 
his appointment is regarded as an affront 
to the aroused pfiblic sentiment which de- 
mands that that vast monopoly shall keep its 
hands out of State politics and confine its 
operations to its legitimate business channels. 
During the service of United States Senator 
Sewell in the State Senate Barcalow was the 
intimate friend of Mr. Sewell, and in tbe con- 
test for the United States Senatorship was one 
of the most active of all Mr. Sewell’s ad- 
herents. His appointment is doubtless due to 
the influence of Mr. Sewell. A large Republi- 
can constituency in Newark held him to be, 
in view of. his whole record, not the most de- 
sirable man for the jlace, and hence the fruit- 
less effort to defeat his appointment. 

Hr. Hathorn has been Collector of the Fifth 
New-Jersey District since 1573, He bad pre- 
viously been Assessor of the district by ap- 

intment from Gen. Grant. Mr. Barcalow 

as been for many years Collector of the 
Third District. His new district will com- 
~~ the Counties of Essex, Sussex, Warren, 
unterdon, Morris, Bergen, Hudson, Passaic, 
Somerset, Union, and Middlesex. The district 
in Mr. Hathorn’s charge was one of the 
largest in the country. In the year ending 
June 30, 1882, the collections amounted to 
$4,686,604 72. In Mr. Barcalow’s old district 
the collections for the same period were $459,- 
988 40.

ARGUMENTS IN FAVOR OF THE OIL FOR 
COOKING PURPOSES. 

CxIcAGoO, June 26.—Manufacturers of cot- 
ton-seed-oll are holding a national convention in 
Chicago. Sixty mills are represented. It having 
recently been represented by ‘* Uncle” Peter Me- 
Geoch that a leading brand of lard was largeiy 
adulterated with cotton-seed-oil, a well-known 
cotton-seed erusher was to-day questioned as to 
the effect of mixing eotton-seed-oil with lard. 

“*It don’t burt the lard any. On the contrary, it 
improves it. But the lard spoils the oil. There is 


no necessity for mixing them. Both are better 
without the other, while oil for cooking purposes 
is far ahead of lard. Itecan be measured exactly, 
and that is more than you can say for lard. Be- 
sides, there is no water in it, and there is in the 
best prime steam lard.”’ 

Joseph H. Stack, of the Future City Oijl-works, 
said: ‘The process of making cotton-seed-oil is 
just as clean as that of making pound-cake, and 
the oil is going to take the place of the best lard 
that can be made. It is better to cook with fora 
variety of reasons. Lard contains a very heavy 
percentage of water. Oil contains none. Itis 38244 
per cent. cheaper as to quantity, for with oil at 42 
to 55 cents per gallon. the extreme probavle range 
in prices, it would cost 6 to 8 cents per pound, as 
against 8 to 10 cents for iard, and one pound of oil 
equals fully two and a half pounds of lard.”

A HOTEL CLERK CRIMINALLY PROSECUTED 
FOR DISOBEYING ORDERS. 

Lockport, N. Y., June 26.—The recent ex- 
perience of Walter F. Beckwith in Lockport is a 
striking illustration of how a person may fall into 
serious difficulty and become the ebject of a 
criminal prosecution by conduct not at all 
criminal, though irregular. Beckwith is a young 
man of good family about 25 years old. 


His father, now a resident of Clinton County, was 
formerly County Judge of St. Lawrence County. 
Young Beckwith came here in July, 1882, and from 
that time to February, 1883. was employed as clerk 
of tke Judson House. The proprietor, becoming 
dissatisfied with him, displaced him, but stiil kept 
him as an assistant to his successor. Beokwith 
slept in the hotel, and had a key to the bar- 
room, situated next to the office. The. pro- 
prietor had forbidden him to enter the bar 
at night, and, placing a watch on his 
movements, he was discovered one night in 
February unlocking the communicating door be- 
tween the bar and the offico. He was arrested 
and, somewhat strangely, was indicted at the Ni- 
agara Sessions for the crime of burgiary in the 
third degree, which consists in the breaking and 
entering of a building with Mmtent to commit a 
crime. No evidence could be produced to show 
that Beckwith had any designs on the money- 
drawer in the bar, or that his midnight raid was 
taken with any other intent than to take a drink. 
He was released on bail apd has since been em- 
ployed in Buffalo. His case has been put over two 
terms of the Court of Sessions, and it is expeeted 
that a nolle prosequi will be entered in his case in 
December.

AN OLD MAN RETURNS 70 EVIL WAYS. 
PHILADELPHIA, June 26.—Jonathan H. 
Green, a white-haired man, 70 years old, who was 
one of Sam Houston’s rangers when Texas was 
fighting for her independence against Santa Anna, 
and who achieved notoriety 40 years ago by for- 
saking the profession of a gambler, making restitu- 
tion to numerous victims, publishing a book ex- 
posing tricks at cards, and afterward becoming a 
preacher, was arrested ana committed to prison to- 
day on the charge of obtaining $250 by false pre- 
tenses from Elmer E. Hiestand. Green has a 
patent process for utilizing tue waste scraps of oll- 
cloth obtained at the factories. By his process the 
paint is recovered and the furlap and cotton left 
for use as carpet rags and paper stock. Hiestand 
formed a partnership with Green and gave him his 
account-book with the Philadelphia Savings Fund, 
where he had $250 deposited, with the understand- 
ing that Green should draw the money and apply 
$125 to the purchase of the machinery ana stock, 
and retain the remainder as capital. Hiestand 
swore that Green drew all of the money on 
June 22 and appropriated it all to his 
own use. He could not explain what he 
had aone with it. It appears that Green 
paid off a dry goods bill of $140 within a few days. 
Green has lived in this city in great poverty for a 
number of yous with a young wife and eight small 
children. uring his residence here he has eon- 
tributed a number of very reudable articles to the 
press on-the early history of Texas and the adven- 
tures of Davy Crockett, Austin, Houston, Bowie, 
and other Texas worthies. The old man went 
down to prison in the van.

THE REPUBLICAN FAOCTIONS OF 
MINNESOTA. 

WARRING ELEMENTS IN THE 8TATE CON- 
VENTION WHICH WILL MEET TO-DAY— 

A RENOMINATED TICKET PROBABLE. 
Sr. Pavuy, June 26.—The Republican 
State Convention will assemble in St. Paul 
to-morrow {to nominate candidates for 
Governor and minor State officers. 
There will bea full convention, contain- 
ing an unusual number of men of 
State and national prominence. Among the 
delegates elected to the convention are ex- 
Senator Windom, ex-Congressman Dunnell, 


Congressmen Nelson and Washburn, and 
ex-Gov. Pillsbury. All of these are 
here except Senator Windom, His 


friends expected to make him permanent 
Chairman of the convention, but word 
was receeived this afternoon that he 
was in New-York and could not reach here 
in time. The convention contains 80 
many factional leaders and representatives 
of so many conflicting interests in State 
politics, that the expected strife for the 
control of the organization overshadows 
in local importance the nomination of 
a ticket. The Windom-Dunnell fight, 
the Nelsoti-Kindred contest, the Pillsbury- 
Hubbard battie will all be fought over again 
in the different stages of the convention. The 
best organized faction, though it is doubtful if 
it controls a majority of the delegates, is 
that of the present State administration. 
Its candidate for temporary Chairman is C. 
D. Giilfilian, of St. Paul, and possibly Dun- 
nell for permanent Chairman. The opposing 
delegate for temporary Chairman will be ex- 
Gov. Pillsbury, who wi!l besupported by hisown 
friends and probably by the Windom men 
also. It is not expected that there will be 
serious opposition to the renomination of 
Gov. Hubbard, who has not made enemies 
by his administration. ‘lke sharpest fight 
will be made against Lieut.-Gov. Gilman, 


who is opposed by the Kindred men 
and by most of the other factions 
outside of the. present administration. 


The candidates against him are Senator 
A. E. Rice, W. D. Kingan, R. D. Basford, 
L. G. Day, C. W. Thompson, and Senator 
Burkman, a Kindred man. Secretary of 
State Von Baumbach and Railroad Com- 
missioner Baker will probably be renominated 
without opposition, unless they are disturbed 
by unexpected combinations. State Treas- 
urer Kettelson is the object of attack, 
there being two or three opposing cen- 
didates—N. G. Nelson, D. 4H. Broder- 
ick, and H. Gronmerd. The probabilities 
are that the whole ticket will be renominated 
with the exception of Gilman and perhaps of 
Kettelson, unless the Windom-Pilisbury men

SENATOR ROLLINS’S STRUGGLE. 
NINE MORE VOTES LOST—AN ATTEMPT TO 
PLEDGE MEMBERS PAILS. 

Coxcorp, N. H., June 26.—The first sig- 
nificant Senatorial ballot for Senator since 
Thursday, taken this noon, gave to Bingham 
117 votes, Rollins 104, Patterson 83, Briggs 30, 
Stevens 17, Marston 13, Prescott 2, and Doe, 
Ladd, Smith, Ray, and Bell leach. Rollins lost 
9, Patterson gained 4, Briggs 1, Marston 2, and 
Chief-Justice Doe, ex-Judge Jeremiah Smith, 
and Congressman Ray appeared in the list for 
the first time. The Rollins men say that they 
are down to hard pan, but the others say thet 
his forces are demoralized and on the run. 
One thing which he has done looks like it. This 
afternoon he drew up a pledge for delegates 
in his head-quarters promising allegiance to 
him as long as he remained on the field, and 
then to go where he directed. His sup- 
porters were called in one by one 
and directed to signit. To his surprise one 
after another blankly refused, except four or 
five. One said frankly that he bad no inten- 
tion of wearing a collar. other told the 
Senator that this attempt fo label his men 
would cost him 20 votes. Ata late hour to- 
night the Rollins men were endesvoring to 
deny that this pledge had been circulated, but 
THe Times’s correspondent has his informa- 
from one of those to whom it was presented. 
It was regarded as a last weak attempt to con- 
trol a scattering support and defeat the ap- 
proaching breaking up. This evening Senator 
Rollins appeared in the street and exchanged 
formal greetings with his rivals, Messrs. 
Briggs and Patterson. He is described 
as being thoroughly angry with almost 
every one and vowing vengeance up- 
on the authors of his fall, To-night 
his supporters held a conference. Some want- 
ed it private, but the wajority would not con- 
sent. Less than 50 meinbers were present, 
A dozen speeches were made and all were full 
of ‘ stick,’’ but they feJl coldly. One member 
said that in this shower they were safely under 
the caucus umbrella, and for one he proposed 
to stay there for a time. It was a funeral 
prayer meeting sort of a gathering, and 
nothing was done whigh will havo the 
slightest effect beyond getting several 
wealthy men who have no idea how to speak 
upon their feet and making them ridiculous. 
Several of the members extolled Mr. Rollins’s 
distinguished services to the country, and one 
Coos County member declared that the pas- 
sage of the tariff act was entirely due to bis 
labors, In the meantime the Rollins column 
is slowly disintegrating, and this week it will 

robably fall as low as 50. The general fvel- 
ing is that no election will be reached this 
week, but that next week will be likely to 
solve the question. 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Secretary Chandler 
is gga J the course of events at Concord 
with some interest. He said to a friend this 
afternoon that he did not think he could be 
elected, as he doubted whether he could re- 
ceive more votes than Rollins, even if all the 
members of the Legislature who had at first 
voted for Rollins should vote for him on one 
ballot. 


THE IOWA REPOBLICANS. 
PROHIBITION AND PROTECTION TO BE

Des Mornes, June 26.—The Republican 
State Convention which will meet in Moore’s 
Opera-house to-morrow will be one of the 
largest and most important political gather- 
ings in the history of the State. Delegates 
are arriving in unusually large numbers, 
and the situation is taking shape so 
that it is perfectly safe to predict nearly 


every action the convention will take. Gov. 
Sherman, Lieut.-Gov. Manning, and State 
Superintendent Akers] will all be renominated 
by acclamation. Judge Day’s defeat is a fore- 
gone conclusion. So much is certain in regard 
to the ticket. Who will be the nominee for 
Judge it is not so easy to predict. Judge 
McDill was in the lead{this morning, but 
Judge Reed’s active supporters have now made 
him a formidable candiddte, and it is thought 
Judge Day’s friends, when they abandon 
him, will go to Reed. The northern part 
of the State could nominate either Rein- 
inger or Ruddick, but the delegates do 
not seem to be able to unite on either. The 
platform is certain to declare for both statu- 
tory and constitutional hibition. Any- 
thing short of this would be voted down or 
referred back. The platform will also declare 
for a tariff for — and thus the two 
parties are divided for the campaign on two 
issues. Senator Allison has been busy all day 
studying the probabilities of the next Legisla- 
ture, and it is apparently to be without an op- 
position. Shrewd calculators claim that there 
will be a very full vote this Fall, and that 
there will be very little short of the usual 


majority.

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THE SUPREME COURT OF OHIO 80 DECLARE 
—JUDGE FORAKER’S COMMENTS. 

Corumsvs, Ohio, June 26.—The Supreme 
Court to-day decided the Scott liquor tax law 
to be constitutional. 

The following is the syllabus of the decision: 
“The statute of April, 1883, entitled ‘An act 
to further provide against evils resulting from 
the traffic in intoxicating liquors,’ authoriz- 
ing annual assessments upon the business 
of trafficking in intoxicating liquors, is a valid 
and constitutional enactment. The provisions 
of the second section of the statute do not 
operate where the real property on and 
in which the business is conducted is occu- 
pied by a tenant who holds the premises 
under a lease for a term, executed before the 
passage of the statute. Judgment is rendered 
for the relator in the mandamus case, and the 
judgment is affirmed in the case of Benner 


against Vauder and others.” Judge O’Key 
dissented as to the first point in the syllabus 
and also from the judgment rendered. 
CINCINNATI, Ohio, June 26.—The decision 
of the Ohio Supreme Court that the Scott 
liquor law is constitutional had been antici- 
pated for some days, and was not, there- 
fore, in the nature of a surprise. The 
attorneys for the saloga-keepers had as much 
as said that they thought the decision would 
be against them. The news of the decision 
was received here with hearty expressions 
of approval by Republicans, Democrats are 
somewhat crestfalien, but keep up their cour- 
age by saying that it turned out just as they 
expected.

It is the hope of Republicans 
that this feeling will now soon wear off, 
When told that the law had been found con- 
stitutional this afternoon, Judge Foraker, the 
Republican candidate for Governor, said: 
‘*It’s only what I expected. I have been of the 
opinion all along that the law is constitutional. 
I read with care the briefs on both sides, 
and while the points made against the law 
were able, I was satisfied they were not well 
taken. This is wholly independent of any per- 
sonal interest in the question. I have not had 
so keen a personal interest in the question as 
many imagine, for I have not regarded it as 
important to the campaign. My idea has been 
that itis the principle of taxing the liquor 
traffic that was at stake and not this particular 
statute.” 
Judge Hoadly, the Democratic’ candidate 
for Governor, could not be seen, but his law 


permer, Mr. Edgar M. Johnson, spoke 
refiected his opinion. 
Mr. obnson said: * The decision 


is no more than I expected from a 
Supreme Cour, two members of which are 
on the Republican ticket. Besides that, the 
Chairman of the convention which nominated 
them, John Bherman, declared that the Scott 
law would be found constitutional. Howcould 
you have expected a different decision from 
the one that has been rendered ?” 

CLEVELAND, June 26.—The decision of the 
State Supreme Court sustaining the constitu- 
tionality of the Scott liquor law is received 
here with varying emotions. [ts practical 
side willsoon become apparent. The County 
Auditor will give the saloon-keepers of Cuya- 
hoga County until next Monday to comply 
with the conditions of the law. After Mon- 
day the 20 per cent. penalty will be added. 
There will probably be busy times at the Au- 
ditor’s and Ireasurer’s offices for the coming 
threes or four days. According to the returns 
of the ‘saloon-keepers, the aggregate amount 
of the tax will reach $250,000, As to its polit- 
ical effeet, there is a variety of opinions. A 
ee panied of the Republicans believe the law 
will greatly aid their cause, while the Demo- 
crats say that it was passed as a political 
measure, and that the Supreme Court was 
packed in its interest.

MR. MURCH’S CHARGES AGAINST 
ARCHITECT HILL. 
THE PROSECUTORS DISCONCERTED BY AN 
EMPHATIC DENIAL FROM GEN. TYLER 
OF THE CHARGE OF BRIBERY. 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—Mr. Murch’s 
** fishing excursion” in the office of the Super- 
vising Architect has aroused some attention 
here in consequence of the developments made 
during the proceedings of yesterday when, Mr. 
R. P. Manley, of the Manley-Cooper Shutter 
Company, of Philadelphia, and his attorney, 
Mr. Allison, testified that Mr. George L. Da- 
mon, of the United States Shutter Company, 
had attempted to bribe the Manley-Cooper 
Company to withdraw a bid for supplying 
shutters for the Cincinnati Post Office upon 
the payment by the United States Com- 
pany of $4,500. Mr. Allison testified very 
positively that this offer was made 
to him in the Manly-Cooper office by Gen. 
Tyler, attorney for Mr. Damon, of the United 
States Company. Supervising Architect Hill 
was not connected with this alleged transac- 
tion, but it appeared from his statements that 
he did not know much about the character of 
the bondsmen offered to secure the Govern- 
ment in contracts made for performing work 
or cpm, Bs lies, Gen. Tyler, who had 
been named by Mr. Allison as the person who 
offered a bribe for Damon in order to secure 
the Cincinnati contract, saw tbe report of yes- 
terday’s examination in a Philadelphia news- 
paper, and, coming directly to this city, he 
this morning took the stand without a sum- 
mons and most positively denied the state- 
ments made by’ Manly and Allison on Mon- 
day. His testimony seemed to disconcert the 
little group of prosecutors, including Gen. 
Steinmetz, Mr. Williams, and Mr. Coleman, 
and once more the investigation was ad- 
journed early.

It is learned from Boston that Mr. Hor- 
ton has to-day published a card in which 
he asserts that he was not connected 
with the Busch whisky case. Commis- 
sioner Evans and his private secretary, 
Bivins on Friday last made statements that 
he was and gave them to correspondents 
to explain Horton’s position and to defend 
him for the part he took in the 
matter. Mr. Horton was here ail 
the time the proposed compromise was talked 
of, and when Gov. Butler declared that he 
would acquit his chent, Busch. If the Com- 
missioner was mistaken in his statement 
of Horton’s position, it may be that it will be 
tound that Mr. Horton was employed by the 
New-York firm that was interested in the 
same case, and that his services to Busch and 
Butler were gratituous. 

Boston, June 26.—The new Revenue Agent, 
Charles M. Horton, denies the statements in 
the letter of Solomon Carter, a wholesale 
druggists in this city, to President Arthur, pub- 
lished in to-day’s Times. Mr. Horton dalieses 
that he never received one dollar from Mr. 
Carter, and he protests that no man ever paid 
him money when he was agent of the Revenue 
Department, and that no man can say 
he ever committed a dishonest act 
while in the Government service. Hor- 
ton says he remembers that in 1869 
he etained certain goods belonging to Carter 
& Wiley, because he believed that tnere had 
been a violation of the law. The goods, he says, 
were seized as described by Carter,and an exam 
ination was made whereby it wus ascertained 
that the law had been violated, but as the 
members of the firm declared their ignorance 
of the special law governing this case a keeper 
was put in charge of the goods while Mr, 
Horton consulted the Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue in this district to see whether or not 
the firm should be proceeded against. After 
such consultation it was decided that, in view 
of the operuy honest plea of ignorance 
and the fact that all the goods remained 
intact in the store, no _ prosecution 
should be instituted, but the firm was 
compelled to conform to the law and have its 
property stamped by a United States gauger. 
This settled the question, Mr. Horton affirms, 
without the eg of any money by the 
firm either Mr. Horton or any man 
acting for him. Mr. Horton further says that 
Messrs. Carter & Wiley subsequently violated 
the revenue law, and proceedings were had 
against them. The statements by other persons 
that Mr. Horton, while a Revenue Agent, 
distributed the cards of a firm engaged 
in the sale of aicohol, are also denied. Horton 
says he believes that these charges are made 
by men who were prosecuted because 
they tried to evade the § revenue 
laws and who are now _ endeavoring 
to get their revenge on an Agent who 
tried to do his duty. He also thinks that the 
present attempt to blacken his character and 
secure his dismissal from the Revenue 
Service comes from men who are an- 
gry because Gov. Butler was re- 
garded as the prime mover im securin 
nis appointment. Commissioner Evans ano 
himself, he says, are old friends, and this ap- 
pointment came unsolicited by him. He does 
not believe it will be recalled unless some- 
thing ca» be proved against him, and he has 
no fear of anything. The Busch case has noth- 
ing to do with his appointment, he reasserts.

ANOTHER FLOOD EXPECTED 


THE JUNE RISE LIKELY TO CAUSA 
FRESH MISERY. 


THE RIVER FALLING AT 8ST. LOUIS—A NEW 
FL@OD LOOKED FOR NEXT WEEK-—EF- 
FORTS OF TO SAVE PROPERTY. 

Sr. Louis, June 26.—Alternately rising and 
falling a fractional part of an inch ata time sincé 
yesterday, the river began slowly, but steadily, ta 
subside early this morning, and at noon to-day 
from various points came the news that the waters 
had fallen more than aninch. The joy occasioned 
by this fact was tempered, however, by the 
knowledge that the reguiar June rise had 
set in at Upper Missouri points, which it 
is expected will fully replace the eight or ten 





inches of fall expected to take place between now 


and next Sunday. Very likely the coming floods 
willraise the rivera foot higher than it has beex 
before this year. As the farmers put it, “ the bot- 
toms will not clear before the June rise will be on 
us.”” Dejection will be the ruling frame of mind 
among the farmers for many a long day yet. ** The 
fall of water makes no difference to us,” said a 
Madison farmer, who has lost $10,000 by the flood. 
“Tam like the boy who fell into the pond, and 
said he didn’t care a darn whether it rained or 
shone.” 

A relief party just returned from the St. Charles 
district reports great hardship and misery among 
the farmers there, who have been woeful sufferers. 
Many of the seenes were heartrending. One farmet 
who before the flood was one of the most prosper- 
ous in the county was found with his family in the 
garret of his dwelling. The relief party rowed up 


to the house and asked the old man to get into the 
skiff. “No,” he said, “I will not go with you- 
Everything l’ve got in the world is_ lost, 
and I have made up my mind to 
stay heré and die with my family.’ 
He was at length persuaded to accompany the res- 
ouers, and the whole party are now in Portage des 
Sioux, trying to conjure up a bright side to the 
present state of affairs. 

One of the most striking features of flood life are 
the long villages of freight cars, which crowd sev- 
eral of the railroad tracks in and near American 
Bottom. With genuine womanly thrift their 
cramped quarters have not only been 
made habitable. but in nearly all of them 
efforts have been made to supply them 
with the elegances of life. Many of the 
freight car floors are carpeted; brackets and other 
knickknacks have been placed.upon the wails, and 
here and there scalloped paper ornaments flutter 
from the ceilings. From ene of these box car dom- 
iciles flowed yesterday evening a song of praise 
with a gonutne melodeon accompaniment, an evi-« 
dence of domestic luxury which seemedin ex; 
traordinary contrast with the wild character ot 
the surroundings. 

There isiittle news to note in the general condi. 
tion of tne flooded districts. The hardship is not 
proving as great as had been expected, and, act« 
ing upon information, the management of tha 

‘Board of Trade to-day decided not to permit an 
apneal to be made to-day to that boay, as it was 
not deemed necessary. Ashad been anticipated, 
attempts have been made by the farmers to cut 
the embankments and relieve their farms at the 
expense of East St. Louis. The territory between 
the Cairo Short Line shops and the Pittsburg dike 
is under several feet of water from the south 
slough. The space nerth of the dike is under 
abont five feet more of water than the north side, 
and ———— attempts have been made to cut the 
embankment.

Jar- 
rett’s Station, on the Cairo Short Line, three 
miles from East St. Louis, is really the most dan: 
gerous point tothe city. The back waters flowed 
through a culvert in the embankment yesterday, 
and overflowed a large strip of lowlands before the 
culvert could be stopped. The leak was finally 
patched, and no danger was anticipated till the 
owners of the submerged farms visited the culvert 
last evening and threatened to tear it away to 
allow the waters confined on their farms io 
escape. Several policemen were in the vicin, 
ity helping to strengthen the break, and com, 
pelled the angry farmers to ieare_ tb 

The police steod guard al 
‘bight and sent informatien of the state of affaird 
to Police Head-quarterse, Early this morning 4 
delegation of 20 angry farmers and sufferers from 
the flood visited the town and demanded that val 
culvert be opened immediately, under penalty o 

heavy lawsuits. Not mesting with much encour- 
agement, they departed for the culvert, threaten- 
ing to remove the whole embankment as soon a& 
they arrived there. A posse was immediately or- 
ganized and armed with shot-guns, and started for 
the threatened points, with instructions to usa 
all peaceful efforts to prevent vielence, but ta 
use the shot-guns if necessary to save the 
embankment. The guard at the Ohio and Miasis- 
sippi embankment, near Gross Park, were still 
watching at noon to-day, but no one had attempted 
to cut the dike. Itis feared. however. as the tem- 


» per of the farmers is badly aroused, that a seriou 


collision may oceur at any moment to-night. an 
this fact increases the hope that the fall may be- 


, come more rapid and cause them to abandon their 


foolish project. 

In the inundated distriets of the city no change 
of note bas oeceurred. ‘Threatened places are stiil 
being watched by bodies of laborers, but it is gen- 
erally considered that all immediate danger hag 
passed. What the June rise will bring when it 
comes at the beginning of next week no one 
knows, but the worst is feared. 

Kansas Ciry, Mo., June 26,—At 11 o’clock 
the river reached a depth of 23 feet 7 inches, about 
an inoh higher than at last midnight, and 12 inches 
above the gauge of Sunday night. It is now 
nearly stationary, but the indications are that it 
will continue slowly to advance. Six Inehes more 
will start the water over the east bottoms and 


to the west of Kansas City, and the peo- 
ple in ibhose suburi¥s are watchful The 
Kaw is very high, and is reporiea to be 


still rising. The water is still 2 feet 10 inches 
below the level of the flood of 1881, andas yet 
has eaused no serious damage about the 
city; but if the present conditions continue 
the rise will soon compel a movement of the 
people along the outskirts of the low-lying sab- 
urbs. There is no especial change ip the situation 
regarding trains. Additional breaxs stopped the 
Missouri Pacific on the north last night. but it is 
thought it wil! be able to arrange foratrain through 
Dispatches received to-day state that the 
river has risen six inches at Sioux City in 24 heurs; 
it has risen three inches at Leavenworth, and is 
stationary at St. Joseph. 


Sr. Josten, Mo., June 26.—There was a 
rise of 144 inches in the river here yesterday. D- 
W. Church is the engineer in charge of the 
river improvement in this region, and he bag 
information of a five-inch rise at Bismarck in the 
24 hours ending at 1 o'clock Sunday after- 
noon, indicating that the June rise is coming. 
It will probably reach here in eight days... 
The Hannibal and St. Joseph is the only road now 
running trains out of this city, except to Atch: 
ison. 

ATCHISON, Kan., June 26.—The Omaha ex- 
tension of the Missouri Pacific is ranning only te 
Hiawatha, end is badly washed north of that point 
The Atehison and Nebraska Road has noi 
sent out a reguiar train for 10 days. and 


has suffered such damage that trains are 
not likely to run for two weeks ta 
come. The Sst. Joe and Western was 


almost entirely destroyed for a distance of 60 
or 70 miles, hardiy a single bridge or embank- 
ment being ‘eft. It is doubtful if it will be 
in running order for two weeks. Good judge¢ 
estimate that the damage done to _ these 
last-mentioned roads will aggregate $300,000, and 
that to ail the roads centring at this city it will 
reach half a million.

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A WELL-MANAGED OFFICE 
a 
WUSINESS METHODS IN THE NEW.- 
YORK POST OFFICE. 

AESULTS OF THE ESTABLISHMENT OF PRAC- 
TICAL CIVIL SERVICE REFORM—‘’ RED 
TAPR’’ JUDICIOUSLY APPLIED. 

Shortly after the introduction of the Hon. 
£lijah Pogram, member of Congress ‘‘one of the 
master minds of our country, Si). t* Mr. Martin 
Chazzlewit, late of Enc'zs4, the honorable mem- 
ber endeavored to familie..ze Mr. Chuzzlewit with 
American inst.tution, sud to excite bis admira-. 
tion thereof. It will be remembered by the read- 
ers of Mr. Dickens's nove: that Mr. Pogram’s ef- 
fort was not very successful, and that in answer to 
a sbort criticism Mr. Pogram remarked that the 
Americans were ‘‘a bright and spry people, and 
have no time to acquire forms, Sir." The incident 
thus described by the novelist may or may not 
have its foundation in historic fact: in either case, 
the significance and wisdom of Mr. Pogram's ob- 
servation remains. We are “a busy and spry peo- 
ple,” and it is on!y of recent years that we have 
had ** time to acquire ferms.”" The opening up of 
the Western Continent to humanity and civiliza- 
tion, and turning the prairie and the desert to the 
uses of civilized man and of the world generally, 
Was a great work, and did not admit of indul- 
gence in idle leisure or meaningless sen- 
timentalism. The flag of the Union floats 
over 1,272.2389 square miles of States and over 
1,800,000 square miles of territory governed by the 
central power at Washington. In view of a ma- 
terial development so vast, it should not be sur- 
prising that moral movements haye been given a 
second place. Mrs. Dalias, in ber book entitled 
“My First Holiday,” says: “An Illinois farmer 
once showed me thonsands of acres of corn that it 
was impossible to send to market, and at the same 
time, speaking of the necessity of railroads, said: 
*Do you wonder that we are ready to lie for them, 
goin debt for them, nay, even steal for them, if 
that would buildithemh*” ” As de Tocqueville says: 
“The passions which agitate the Americans most 
deeply are not their political, but thelr commercial, 
passions, or, to speak more correctly, they intro- 
auce the habits they contract in business into their 
political life. It is this supremacy of the material 
over the moral elements of our society that made 
“*the spoils system’’ possible in the administration 
of public affairs, and which has been persisted in 
80 long that it is said to have very largely de- 
stroyed confidence in the method of popular gov- 
ernment by party. Despite this peril, which has 
again and again been pointed out, it has been in 
pxistence for more than 50 years, The righteous 
and the wicked. bave alike been supporters of a 
reform in this direetion. When in Ludlow-Street 
Jail Tweed said toa friend of his: ** There is no 
way to prevent my temptation and fate being that 


of my successors but to take this patronage out of 
politics.” Under the influence of an enlightened 
and invigorated public opinion this spoils system 
has been deprived to a considerable extent of its 
terrors, and in a few days civil service reform ad- 
vocacy, erystallized into legislative enactment, 
will take the place of appointment by patronage 
and favoritism, and about 80,000 Federal empioyes 
will have a greater feeling of security as to the re- 
tention of their offices than they have ever known 
vefore. 
WHERE THE REFORM BEGAN. 


Daring and sinee the Administration of Mr. 
Rayes the New-York Post Office bas besn con- 
ducted, as far as possible, on the principles laid 
down by the civil service reformers, and appoint- 
ments from that era have been made for meritand 
not through favoritism. In view, then, of the fact 
that, virtually, the system that has prevailed there 
for five years will shortly be in operation through- 
put the coustry in all Federal offices, it will be in- 
teresting to observe the results thus far attained. 
Before doing this a few words are necessary to 
give a summarized description (based on facts ob- 
tained through recent inquiry and observation 
there) of what the New-York Post Office js. 

Confining ourselves to official figures, the fol- 
lowing results are apparent: The receipts from 
all sources for 1882 were $4.200,066 07; the 
expenditures, $1,316,016 40, leaving a net reve- 
nue of $2,884,049 67. The relation that these 
receipts bear to the postal work of the Nation 
is shown in the fact that they are 11.58 per 
cent. of the total ordinary receipts of the 
Post Office Department for the year 1881. The 
money paid for newspaper bulk-rate postage is 
80.42 per cent. of the total revenue of the Post 
Office Department from this source in 1881. The 
business of its Money Order Department amounted 
to $66,832,689 96. The number of jetters and postal 
cards delivered in 1882 reached about 150,000,000, 
and there were collected and deposited in stations 
aearly 200,000,000. The number of jetters forward- 
ad to foreign countries during 1882 was 17,751,905, 
and 17,114,400 were received from abroad. It is in- 
teresting also to observe the proportion that the 
City of New-York pays to tne cost of this great 
service, and when fizured out it is found that the 
logal postace was enough to cover all the expenses 
ot the entire postal establishment in New-York 
City and leave a balance to the credit of the Goy- 
ernment of nearly $300,000. 


ROUTINE AND 1TS RESULTS, 


In an organization of labor so vast as this there 
were under the old system of the dispensation of 
patronage great opportunities for the exerelse of 
gratitude and revenge, motives which have more 
or less since the days of President Jackson ver 
largely predomisated in the dispensation of politi- 
cal favors. To obtain the ‘‘eelerity, certainty, and 
security’’ which the public hasa right to demand 
from a department of so great a magnitude and to 
which is intrusted such impertant intereste, there 
must necessarily be a routine that to the casual 
observer appears to be somewhat mechanical and 
bureaucratic. If there were not elasticity in this 
gystem the remark which an old writer once 
shrewdly made co “srning trained public servants 
“ 'Phey are but tac tailors of business; they cut 
the clothes, but they ao not find the body*’—would 
doubtiess be applicable. M. Bagehot.in bis work 
on ” The English Constitution,” and whose train- 
ing as a business man adds to his opinion addition- 
ai weight, says that his observation has showa that 
financial or industrial success depends on a due 
mixture of special and non-special minds— 
of intellects, on the one hand, which attend to 
the means, and of those, on the other, whieh at- 
tend to the end. We shall see as we go along 
in our sarvey of the workings of the Post Office 
how thoroughly this principle has been adopted in 
the postal service at New-York. Detail, it will be 
very speedily seen, is the ryading fact of tke 
system, and its complexity is illustrated in one tact 
that may be cited, namely, that besides the num- 
“ of blank forms prescribed by the Post Office 

epartment for the use of the service to cover its 
Farious operctions an additional 600 forms has 
originated with the New-York office. Complete- 
bess of ore,avization is also made very manifest. 
The office is divided juto seven divisions, each di- 
vision agaic suvdivided into numorous depart- 
ments, each of the latter having specific duties as- 
tigned toit. Pxrradoxical, however, as it may ap- 
pear they are all alike in difference, for one univer- 
sal harmony is sustained, though each works for 
* Itself and in relations involving the affairs of 
otbers. It is like a climbing pliant. throwing out 
its tendrils in every direction, but without detach- 
ing itself from the tree stem. The total number of 
employes of all grades is 1,526, and forthe main- 
tenance of order and efficieney in so large a 
force a system of thorough discipline is, of 
pourse, necessary. Each Superintendent or other 
chief ofticer of a division is charged with the con- 
trol and supervision of the subordinates in his de- 
partment, and is expected to see that their duties 
are properly performed, and that they strictly ob- 
serve the rules of the service. Charges of alleged 
misconduct must be made by a Superintendent in 
writing to the General Superintendent of the 
division in which the accused is employed ; the lat- 
ter is informed of the charge and is heard in his de- 
fense. If the General Superintendent decides the 
tharce to have been proved, heso reports to the Post- 
master, submitting all the pavers in the case, and 
recommending sugh penalty as the offense seems 
to demand. In minor cases and those which obvi- 
pusiy do not call for Cismissal from Lhe service, 

be penalty is suspension from duty without pay 
for one day or more, or a temporary or a per- 
anent reduction of salary. If charges are pre- 
erred against a Superinendent or Assistant Super- 
|ntendent, they are usually referred to three other 
officers of equal or higher rank for investigation, 
and, after'a full hearing, tneir report is submitted 
to the Postmaster, with whom rests the fins! 
flisposition of the case. Of course, an offense 
that might be treated leniently when com- 
mitted by a subordivates, assumes a graver 
aspect when charged against an officer of a higher 
grade, whose conduct is required to be an example 
to those over whom he exercises authority, and 
the penalty for an offense thus committed is cor- 
respondingly severe. The names of all offenders 
nd the penalty awarded in each case are pub- 
ished weekly in the ‘Official Circular,” and the 
desire to avoid the annoyance consequent on such 
& publication is found to exercise au excellent in- 
fluence on the d@ieciplice of the service. The ex- 
treme penalty of dismissal is only inflicted where 
there has been gross misconduct, willfal disobedi- 
ence of orders, ora repeated neglect of duty has 
shown that the offender cannot, without a disre- 
gard of the interests of the publie, be longer re- 
tained in the service. : 

The result of a system like that which has been 
described above is that there is found great oon- 
tentmert among those employed. There is a pre- 
valling conviction that worth and capacity will 
gain what is their due, and this is stimulating 
to those who desire to do well. The experience of 
five years has shown that the belief entertained 
among professional politicians that a general dis- 
tribution of patronage and spoils is essential to 
stimulate men to a faithfal performance of duty is 
founded ona misconception of the general moral 
condition of humanity. This latter fact has been 
demonstrated, and, what is more, the system of 
promotion by merit has given a protecting infiu- 
ence to the man who assumed the peril of — 
declaring himself a reformer. In the old e it 
was enough for it to be known that an employe 
was the friend of a party man for him to be made 
to suffer for the official action of the latter. There is

expect me to work any jonger.” So long asa 
faithful and inteiligent performance of duty se- 
cures a public officer a continuance in his place, 
an.! insures to him promotion with corresponding 
increase of salary, he will as a matter of self-pres- 
ervation continue his well-doing, and manifestly, 
the service in which he is engagedis benefted 
thereby. When Secretary McCulloch was urging 
upon a Congressionul committee the need of a re- 
form in the civil servies. he said: “* A sing'e ex- 
perienced clerk can often perform with eare duties 
that could be but inefficiently discharged by sey- 
eral inexperieneed persons."’ President Lincoln 
said that his Secretary of the Interior had told bim 
that if he dared he could run his department with 
half its force of clerks and half its cost. It is only 
a few years since Mr. McPherson found the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing at Washington filled 
with a herd of persons, many of them women, who 
were not needed there and were appointed simply 
to please Congressmen, and in some cases for the 
worst purposes. Mr. McPherson cleaned the bu- 
reau out, reduced the expenses s0per cent, in one 
year, and builtthe handsome building of the bu- 
reau with one-half of one year’s savings. 


WHERE THE SAVING COMES IN. 


This element of economy that has always at- 
tended a regenerated public service isa very im- 
portant consideration to the tax-payer, and it pre- 
rents itself in every department of the New-York 
Post Office. Take, for example, this fact. In the 
money order business transacted there has been 
an inerease of $11,826,204 06 over the business of 
the year 1880, performed at an adaitionai cost to 
the Government of but $1,600, Such results as these, 
aud there are many like them, could not be aeoom- 
pilshed except by a patient and never-ending at- 
tention to details. For instance, no purchase of 
supplies or agreement as to payment for work 
performed outside is ever made except after pro- 
posals have been received from several bidders 
and passed upon by the Postmaster. A skillful 
earpenter who is part of the establishment is em- 
ployed in making the necessary repairs and 
alterations, as well as in constructing useful 
furniture from material that would otherwise 
be wasted, and is therefore obtained at less cost 
than if purchased from outside parties. There is 
a small but weil-furnished printing office in the 
basement, in which are printed the 38,000 labels 
used daily inthe dispatch of mails. and also the 
“ Official Circular,’ published weekly, containing 
orders issued by the Post Offiee Department and 
Postmaster, with other useful information for the 
guidance of employes. Inking vads for use in 
post-marking and composition blotters for the can- 
cellation of stamps on packages of printed matter 
are manufactured within the qffice, of the best 
quality and at a great saving of expense. No 
waste is permitted in any direction, and expendi- 
tures are reduced to the lowest practicable point 
by adhering to the rule that nothing shali be pur- 
chased which is not necessary to the proper per- 
formance of the work of the office, and at prices 
not in excess of those at which they ean be pro- 
cured by private individuals. 


FINANCIAL ARRANGEMENTS. 


The gross receipts of the office trom ali sourees 
amount to more than $4,000,000 annually, and the 
total amount involved in its financial transactions 
is about $71,000,000a year. To guard against pos- 
sible errors or dishonesty in the frequent handling 
of such iarge sums of money, a system of checks 
and balances has been established which, it is be- 
lieved, would render any serious trouble of this 
nature impossible. All checks are countersigned 
and registered before receiving the Postmaster's 
signature; all funds on band at the close of bank- 
ing hours are deposited daily with the Assistant 
United States Treasurerand his certifieate received 
therefor. and all balanees, as made, are deposited 
to the credit of the Postmaster-General on other 
accounts. Every clerk and carrier collect- 
ing the ostage due on mail matter de- 
livered is charged by one officer with the amount 
and required to make daily returns of his colleo- 
tions to another, receiving credit for the amount 
due on all such matter that for any reason he can- 
not deliver. Postage dueon mail matter sent to 
the branch offices is charged in Hike manner to the 
Superintendent, and who, in turn, charges it to the 
different carriers who account to him. The clerks 
who sell stamps tothe public purchase their sup- 
plies with their private funds from the Cashier; no 
bills are paid until approved and cheeked by the 
Auditor and Storekeeper. Money orders are not 
issued by the clerk who receives the money depos- 
ited for them, but by another to whom the deposit 
is certified: nor are they paid by the clerk to whom 
—_ are presented, but by still another officer, 
an the accounts of all these are bal- 
anced dally. All payments, (including sal- 
aries.) and those on money order ac- 
count whenever practicable, are made by checks. 
The postage stainps and envelopes on hand, at fre- 
quent intervals and at the close of each quarter, 
are specially counted by a Post Office Inspector, 
and their amount must tally with that reported to 
the department at Washington. A careful super- 
vision is exercised over the postal and money 
order transactions at branch offices, from each of 
which a daily report is required, and, in short, 
every safeguard and precaution is applied with 
the object of preventing loss to the postal revenues 
or contusion in the financial transaetions of the 
office. The regulations of the department require 
that all Postmasters shall send the ** quarterly ac- 
count current’ to the Sixth Auditor of the Treas- 
ury “ before the 20th day after the close of each 
quarter,"’ with its accompanying vouchers and 
forms. The latter, at the New-York office, form a 
bulky mass of paper, fillingan ordinarv mail pouch, 
and yet this request is fully complied with within 
the two hours following midnight. and are dis- 
patched by the following mail. 


CORRESPONDENCE AND RECORDS, 


All correspondence on offtcial business is pre- 
pared by the General Superintendent having 
eharge of that branch of the service to which it 
relates. Itis revised and checked by the Assist- 
ant Postmaster,and then submitted to the Post- 
roaster for his approval and signature. All Jetters 
of inquiry received from the public and relating to 
official business are dealt with promptly, and an- 
swers are given as s00n as the information asked 
for can be obtained. Complaints of loss and de- 
lay are acknowledged as received, and reports 
made thereon immediately after the necessary in- 
vestigations are concluded. All letters, from 
whatever source received, are carefully docketed, 
filed,and indorsed; outgoing correspondence, as 
well as that of special importance, is copied. 
Considerable saving of time and labor in connec- 
tion with this correspondence has been effected by 
the use of blanks, a large numberof which are 
prepared so as to render them suitable to the needs 
of all divisions of the office when replies have te 
be sent to the public,to the Post Office Depart- 
ment, and to other Post Offices. 


INFORMATION TO INQUIRERS. 


Every effort is made to supply the public with 
all needful information concerning postal affairs. 
In the lobbies of the General Post Office and at the 
aifferent branch offices posters are conspicuously 
displayed showing the hours of arrival and the 
closing of domestic mails, and of the dates of 
dispatch and hours of closing of foreign mails, the 
rates of postage, domestic and foreign conditions 
and requirements as to weight, size, and enaracter 
of foreign mail matter; notice of the delayed 
arrival of mails by reason of railroad accidents 
and detentions is displayed on a large blackboard 
within the south entrance of the lobby of the Post 
Office building. Condensed information in regard 
to all postal matters,corrected from time to time 
in accordance with changes in laws and regula- 
tions, is inclozed with repiies to all special in- 
quiries, in the form of acircular. For the benefit 
of the transient foreign population, a large 
handbill was some time since prepared, giving 

lain and careful instruction in nine European 
anguages to arriving immigrants as to how best 
to secure the prompt receipt of correspondence 
sent to them from the countries they had left. 
These are displayed not only at the Post Office but 
at Castle Garden and in the principal hetels and 
boarding-houges frequented by immigrants, and 
also on board transatlantic steamers and at pas- 
senger agencies throughout Europe. 

The business prineiples that are so manifest in 
the summary detail given above of the workings 
of the Post Office do not, of course, find any sym- 

athizers among professional politiciams; but = 
—, in view of the recent unpleasant develop- 
ments of “irregularities” in some of the bureaus 
of our Manicipal Government, due to the absence 
of ordinary precautions, it will be satisfactory to 
that large and inereasing portion of the community 
who are beginning to realize that the holding of an 
office must be made to mean something quite dif- 
ferent from the punctual drawing of its salary com- 
bined witha studious neglect of its duties, to 
know that there is at least one department of the 
public service here where the idea prevalis that 
the people's employes are paid to do the people’s 
work with the same thoroughness, care, and fidel- 
ity that private individuals exact as an equivalent 
for the wages paid to their subordinates. 

A COMPANY CHARGED WITH FRAUD. 

Trenton, N. J., June 26.—In the Chancery 
Court to-day a bill was filed by Chancellor Wood- 
ruff on bebalf of Grace & Co., of New-York, 
against the defunct Globe Rubber Company of this 
city. The bill is exhibited likewise for the benefit 


of all applying creditors who shall come in and 
contribute to the expenses of the forthcoming liti- 
gation. lt alleges that the Directors, oficers, and 
stockholders of the company formed a scheme to 
defraud its creditors and incumber the title to its

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DOINGS OF COLLEGIAN 
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THE GATHERING UF YALE ALUMNI 
AT NEW-HAVEN. 
THE CLASS OF ’58—ADDRESS BY SEXATOR 


BAYARD ON THE RESPONSIBILITIES OF | 
THE LEGAL PROFESSION IN A REPUBLIC. 


New-Haven, June 26.--Senator Randall L. 
Gibson, of Louisiana, a member of the Class of °53, 
presided at the Yale Alumni meetin; this morning. 
Before calling for responses from the different 
classes represented he said: * Yale is net a local 
institution, not a New-England institution; it isan 
American college. While coming here 1 read an 
extract in the London Zimes from Matthew 
Arnold, in which he says Germany needs moral 
courage, France morality, and England lucidity. 
He did not say what this country needed. Per- 
haps it needs all of them. But! think the great 
need of American life is public honor. Not that 
we are not patriotic eneugh; not that we are not 
sensible enough of our marked blessings, but that 
we pay too little attention to our public affairs. 
We are too much absorbed in our private 
business. We do not think that the methods 
by which office is obtained reflects credit 
upon us; that the career of our public men is an 


honor tous. Can it be that there are men inthe 
Senate of the United States—that great august 
body, clothed with power in comparison with which 
that of the British Parliament sinks into insignifi- 
cance—can it be that this country has representa- 
tives there who do it no honor? If there be, then 
the people are at fault, our learned men are at 
fauit, Yale College is at fault, I beg to present 
this subject seriously to men present here to-day 
from all =~ of the country.” 

Remarks were made by Dr. Samuel Wolcott, of 
Cleveland, Class of '88; Senator T. W. Bayard, of 
Delaware, Judge L. B. Colt, of Rhode island, Class 
of 68: James M. Townsend, of New-York, Class of 
°74; Dr. Robert Aikman,of Madison, N.J.,Claas of °43; 
the Rev. Dr. Henry Blodget, of Pekin, China, Class 
of '48; the Rev. Mr. George T. Dale, of Redding. 
Conn., Class of ’388; Judge Staniey Woodruff, of 
Wilkesbarre, Penn., and President D. B. Perry, of 
Doane College, Nebraska, Class of °63. Prof. W. 
C. Robinson spoke for the Law School. 

The annual report prepared by the Executive 
Committee of the Society of the Alumni an- 
nounces that Prof. Packard is permitted by the 
vote of the seapeeatien tospend the coming year 
in Athens as Director of the School of Archwology, 
whieb is maintained there by the contributions of 
friends of classical learning in this country.

other strictly college expense, the endowments are 
meagre. The funds ealled academical amount 
in the aggregate to $795,848. But the funds 
now productive, the increase of which is appli- 
eable' to proper college uses, smount te only 
,816. Such a pecuniary endowment, which at 
per cent. would yield only $17,041 a year, for so 
large and costly an establishment as this depart- 
ment is almost too small to bear announcement 
to the public.”” According to the report the other 
departments of the college are in a prosperous 
condition. Money is wanted, however, by the 
saw Denes, by which scholarships can be estab- 
shed.

He said it was fitting that he 
should preside because he was President of the 
college when the class was in college, and for an- 
other reason. ‘I bad a child, he sald, a first-born, 
whom, if God had spared, would have entered col- 
lege in time to have graduated just 30 years ago.” 
A poem entitled “A Rhymed Medley” was read by 
Chariton ‘Il’. Lewis, of New-York, and President A. 
D. White delivered an oration, his subject being 
‘The Message of the Nineteenth Century to the 
Twentieth.” 

The fifty-ninth anniversary of the law depart- 
ment took place this afternoon. Townsend prize 
orations were delivered asfoliows: William B. Hill, 
New-Haven, ** The Constitution—Has it Fulfilled the 
Intention of its Framers?" H. C. White, New-Haven, 
** The Responsibilities of Directors of Private Cor- 
porations,’’ D. W. Lawler, Prairie Du Chien, Wis., 
“The Use of Money in Elections.” Senator T. F. 
Bayard, of Delaware, delivered an oration upon 
“Tne Responsibilities of the Legal Profession ina 
Republic.” He declared that the ‘*.! agenoy 
which could cope with and restrain the selfish 
forces of the time was a law-abiding spirit in the 
hearts of the people, an instilled belief and trust in 
the justice of law and im the purity of its adminis- 
tration, and he asked by whose influence such a 
popular sentiment could be better promoted than 
that of the legal profession. He alluded to the de- 
plorable consequences of departure from the prin- 
ciples of well-regulated liberty, and then said: 

Lawyers constitute especially the confidential class 
of society. In the complexity of the affairs of a civ- 
ilized community simplicity of law and regulation 
becomes impossible, and more and more the protec- 
tion and conveyance of property ana the endless va- 
riety of contract and consideration require the guid- 
ance and supervision of the carefully educated and 
reliable legal counselor, and the magnitude, difficulty, 
and delicacy of affairs submitted to his judgment in- 


crease daily, 

Absolute good faith, strict perrzonal honor, educated 
intelligence, practical acquaintance with affairs, all 
combined with a knowledge of law, are necessary for 
those who become members of the legal profession, 
and those who expect to stand in its front rank and 
reap its best rewards must duly recognize and appre- 
ciate its responsibilities and duties. 

In their day and generation the legal profession of 
America are the inheritors and successors of the same 
duties for which in a remote and ruder age Sir Thom-~ 
as Moere devoted his great faculties and iald down 
his life—the maintenance of a government of laws; 
and although civil liberty and law can have no single 
foe in a republic, so consplenous as a monarch, to 
whom on occasions of atiempted usurpations defiance 
must be tendered end resistance inaugurated to main- 
tain those wholesome restraints upon power which 
the law and the principles of liberty Impose; although 
there may be here no “ vultus instantis tyranni,” yet 
there may be the more appalling and dreadful “civium 
ardor prava jubentium |” And then comes the test of 
patriotism and true courage, and then is the time for 
the legal profession to recognize and assume Its peoul- 
iar responsibility to assist in maintaining @ govern- 
ment of laws. 

The intelligence of the country must be organized to 
counteract the _—- ofthe country. The reason- 
ing habits and dispositions of a people must be organ- 
ized to protect personal liberty and the rights of 
property from the flood of passions which at times 
rises so high and carries in its wild career such moral . 
and giaterial desolation. 

Eacation is not indoctrination; it is the develop- 
ment from within under suggestions from without. 

And remembering that our hopes for the mainte- 
nance of peace and public order are all founded in the 
capacity of our ple to be educated to the compre- 
hension of tru and justice,and the necessity of 
their maintenance by the establishment of a govern- 
ment of laws, what agency is more efficient than that 
profession upon whica you are about to enter, to dif- 
fuse throughot the land the precept and example of 
testing the right to do a thing by ite consonance with 
the law of the land. 

“To which,” as Carlyle has said, “ictus add only 
this, the first, last article of faith, the Alpha and 
Omega of all faith among men, that nothing which is 
unjust can hope to continue in this world!” 

he true and abiding strength of such @ Govern- 
mentis {ts moral infiuence, and to build this up in the 
hearts and minds of our fellow-countrymen is the 
highest duty, and should be the cherished object of 
our profession. 

It is not only when he fs on the bench a lawyer 
should be just, but amii the excitements and allure- 
ments of advocacy, the seductions of ambitions, end 
the temptations to acaulre wealth, he should be mind- 
ful that the great end of all the machinery of laws, of 
Judges, juries, pleading, and evidence, is to prevent a 
failure of justice. There is no vrofeasion among men 
requiring Fey 3 moral courage, devotion to princl- 
ple, and often demanaing defiance and resistance to 
the rich, powerful, and overbearing, consiceration 
and forbearance to the poor and helpless, and often 
championship and protection to those proseribed by 
society, than that of the law. 

“7 cavnot stay to ask which cause ts best, 
Yet this is so to me because opprest.” 

There are many rewards not legitimate, and success- 
es which are guilty, when earned at the cost of the 
perversion and false interpretation of the laws. And 
such offenses take a deeper hue and are less venial in 
those whose occupation is to obtain a knowledge of 
the law, for they sin against light. 

Therefore, whether you areto have asharein the 
execution of the great truat of judicial power, or re- 
main in the ranks of your profession, counseling and 
representing your fellow-citizens in their personal 
and private affaira, or whether you accept public ser- 
vice «1s a law-maker as well as practitioner, oras a 
magistrate—see that the laws are fatthfully executed, 
your responsibilities wili be found more numerous 
and varied, and coilectively heavier than those of any 
other calling among men. 

Great, for good or evil. are the opportonities for 
members of the legal profession; greater in a repub- 
lic than a monarchy, and especially under a writ- 
ten Constitution‘of government, she paramount law 
of the land, which is alike the measure end iimi- 
tation of pret to the ruler and the mandate of obe- 
dience and duty to the citizen.

THE READING'S BRANCH TO THA 
SHAMOKIN COAL FIELDS. 
THE ENTIRE LOAN OF THE SHAMOKIN, SUN: 
BURY AND LEWISBURG TAKEN AT FROM 
95 To 98. 

PHILADELPHIA, June 26.--An importan\ 
piece of news to-day was the announcemett that 
the entire loan of the Shamokin, Sunbury and 
Lewisburg Railrona Company bad been taken. 
Bids for the loans were opened at the Reading 
Railroad office and all of the bonds allotted at prices 
ranging from 95 te 98 per cent. This will put 
nearly $1,000,000 in the treasury of the Reading 
Company. The Shamokin, Sunbury aad Lewis: 


burg is the branch which the Reading 
Company has just completed to put the 
Shamokin coal fields in direct connectior 


with the Vanderbilt system. It 1s 31 miles long, 
and extends from Shamokin to Milton station. 
where it strikes the Catawissa. Heretofore ship 
ments between Williamsport and Shamokin have 
had to be made around by Mahanoy. The new 
branch shortens the distance about 60 miles, and 
also shortens the Gowen-Vanderbilt system by 
way of the Pine Creek Road to the West. It was 
built by the Reading Compeny. and capitalized at 
its actual cost, $2,000,000—haif stock and hali 
bonds. The stock is retained by the Reading Com- 
pany, and the bonds were so!d as stated. As the 
new road, which will be opened for business on 
July 2, will have a great traffic from the start, and 
as it is bonaed tor half its actnal cost, there would 
seem to be smal! reason for the doubt which has 
existed on the street of the Reading Company's 
ability to dispose of the bonds at or above 95, the 
minimum price fixed, but,it has become so fashion: 
able among the stock market bears to cry dowr 
Reading and ali its belongings that it was doubted, 
and the announcement that the bonds had al! been 
taxen had at once a Daeg ey effect on Reading 
stock. which stiffened up and closed firm at the 
best figures of the day.

CONTEST FOR A WESTERN ROAD. 

There have been two or three private con 
ferences of prominent railroad men in this City 
recently in relation to the Lake Erie and Western 
Railway, a road about 3880 miles lonz, running 
from Bloomington, Ill., to Sandusky, Ohio. Vari- 


ous railroad interests are alleged to be anxious to 
secure control of the Lake Erie and Western, and 
well-founded report attributes to Mr. Vanderbilt 
a desire to purchase the road and make it an ad- 
junct of his Lake Shore system. The Cleveland, 
Columbus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis Railroad 
and the Alton and Terre Haute are alse deeply 
concerned as to the future policy of the Lake Erie 
and Western. President C. R. Cummings, of the 
last'named road, was in this City last week, and 
attended a meeting at George I. Seney’s office, at 
which the Vanderbilt interests, the Cleveland, Co- 
lumbus, Cincinnati and Indianapolis, the Altoz 
and Terre Haute, and other roads were repre 
sented. Nothing of a definite character was done 
but the report that Vanderbilt was negotiating foi 
the control of the Lake Erie and Western had suf 
ficient effect in Wall-street to cause the stock o! 
that company to advance in price. The impression 
among railroad men is that the Lake Erle and 
Western will soon become a part of the Vanderbili 
system of railroads.

G FOR A DIVORCE 


THE MATRIMONIAL TROUBLES OF 
MR. AND MRS. DE MELI. 

A SUIT HERE BY THE WIFE AND IN GER- 
MANY BY THE HUSBAND--THE QUuis- 
TION OF JURISDICTION ON TRIAL HERE. 

Cross suits for divorce between Florence M. 

De Mell, a niece of the late Simeon Draper, former- 

ly Collector of this port, and Henry A. De Meli, a 

nephew of the late Luther Bradish, once Lieuten- 

ant-Governor of this State. now pending in the Su- 
preme Court, excite much interest in society here 
and also in the American colony of Dresden, Ger- 
many, Where Mr. and Mrs. De Meli are as well 
known as they are in New-York. Mrs. De Mell's 
father, Theodore 8. Draper, took his family to 

Dresden in 1868. There, in 1869, she met Henry A. 

De Meli, anda year later she was married to him. 

This gentleman was born here in 1842, and bore the 

prosaic name of Melly until 1867. His father was 

Antoine A. Melly,a native of Leipsic, Germany, 

who became an American citizen in 1835. His 

mother was a daughter of Peter G. Hart, who was 

a large owner of real estate here, part of his prop- 

erty being the premises at Beekman-street and 

Park-row so long known as Lovejoy’s Hotel. The 


Melly family determined to go to Europe in 1867, 
Just prior to their departure thither they obtained 
from the Court of Common Pleas an order allowing 
them to assume the name of “De Meli” on the 
ground that they believed they were descended 
from the Italian family of that name, 

Soon after the marnage of Henry De Meli and 
Florence M. Draper, which was celebrated by the 
Rev. Dr. Mombert, at the American Chapel in 
Dresden, they came to this country and went to 
Georgetown, Col., where De Meli proposed to fol- 
low his profession of mining engineer, for which 
he bad been edueated at Columbia College. They 
staid at Georgetown only a short time and then 
went baek to Europe. In her complaint Mrs. De 

feli asserts that her husband's, as well as herown, 
family always retained their residence in this City. 
After their return to Dresden, she says, her hus- 
band began tw treat her cruelly, and to act meanly 
end contemptuous!y toward her father and mcther, 
so that she was compelled to give up their society. 
When she was sick he refused to allow her motier 
to see her, and insisted that Mr. and Mrs, Draper 
must never Garken his doorway. He became ad- 
dicted to drinking, she says, and in his drunken 
moods threatened her with harm. His bad habits 
grew upon him, and he beeame so brutal that 
he flogged and kicked his infant son until she 
feared he would some time kill the child. From 
the beginning of her married life her mother-in- 
law, she avers, had shown a decided dislike for 
her, and this had led to quarrels, the results of 
which were always favorable to the elder Mrs. De 
Meli, for the plaintiff asserts that her husband 
compelled her to apologize to his mother and to 
admit that she was wrong when she was right. 
‘'vhe final assault of her mother-in-law on her is 
alleged to have oocurred on Oct. 1, 1881. The 
elder Mrs. De Meli met her in a street 
in Dresden, and immediately poured out 
a great volume of abuse and vituperation, telling 
her that she was a pauper and that the bread she 
ate came from her (the elder Mrs. De Meli’s) boun- 
ty. Her mother-in-law followed her to her home, 
she avers, and there told her that she was crazy, 
that everybody knew she was crazy, and that she 
would soon find the place that was best for her. 
When her husband returned home she complained 
of his mother’s conduct, and particularly of the 
charge of insanity made by her. He replied that no 
doubt nis mother was right. The same evening he 
calied in a physician, who, after having talked with 
him in private, put questions to her which seemed 
based on the assumption that her mind was disor- 
dered. She then told the physician what had oc- 
curred during the day, and he finally prescribed 
rest and quiet for her. After this the conduct of 
her husband caused her much alarm. He talked to 
her about a friend whose wife was in an insane 
asylum, having said to him that he understood Mrs. 
De Meli was also in an unsettied mental state and 
would probably need to be sent to the same, ora 
similiar, institution. He took her children and 
household out of her management and, she says, 
sirculated a report that she was unable to care for 
them. Finally she becameso much afraid of being 
put into an asylum that she fled from Dresden and 
game to this City, having‘to sell her jewelry to pay 
her way. She eomplained that after her departure 
from Dresden her husband charged her with adul- 
tery. For his ill-treatment of her she asks the 
court to give hera decree of separation from her 
busband, to compel bim to suppert her, and to al- 
ow her the custody of her two children—a boy 12 
years old and a girl of 8 years. 

In his answer Mr. De Meli asserts that the Su- 
preme Court has no jurisdiction of the suit, inas- 
much as he is aresident of Germany and intends 
}o remain such, and as an evidence of his intention 
ae cites the fact that he has begun a suit in Dres- 
fien for a divorce from his wife on the ground of 
Jesertion. He says he has no income other than 
that which his mother provides him, and he denies 
that the allegations of his wife that his mother was 
always averse to her and assaulted her are true. 
He also denies the charges of drunkenness and 
brutality and that he ever intended to put dis wife 
into a lunatic asylum. His only purpose, he says, 
was to let her bave needed rest, as she had over- 
worked herself while attending a bazaar for the 
benefit of the American Chapel in Dresden, of 
which he was Senicr Warden. He denies that he 
spread in Dresdena report that she had been 
guilty of adultery. On the contrary, he says, 
when he learned, after she had deserted him, that 
phe had been guilty of adultery, he tried, for the 
sake of his children, to hide the fact. He was 
eompelled, however, to make inquiries concerning 
it, and in this way the fact became public, but for 
this, he says, his wife is responsible, for if she had 
not done the wrong he would not have had to in- 
guire astoit. After asserting that she did com- 
mit adultery in 1880 and 1881 with Baron 
Heino von Geyso, he asks the dismissal of 
bis wife's complaint. If the court shall 
decide that it has jurisdiction, he asks 
that he shall be given an absolute divorce 
and be awarded the custody of his children. Mrs. 
De Meli replied to her husband's answer by deny- 
ing the truth of the charges of adultery. e then 
put in an amended answer, the feature of which 
was an sssertion that in October, 1881, he and she 
entered into an agreement of separation, by which 
she gave up their children to him and released him 
from all niary responsibility on ber account. 
Mrs. De Meli also replied to this by asserting that 
bo such agreement had been made, and that if it 
had it would be a bar to a suit by him foradivorcee 
on the ground of desertion. She again denied the 
commaiseion of adultery, and asserted that the 
charge was asiander and an aggravation of her 
husband’s offenses against her. - 

The suit was before Judge Donohue yesterday 
Jor trial. On the motion of the attorneys for De 
Melj the pleas as to the jurisdiction of the court 
were severed from the merits of the case, and the 
trial was limited to the determination of the resi- 
dence of the parties. Mrs. De Meli was the only 
witness examined. She testified that her husband 
had always described himself in Europe as an 
Amerigan citizen and a resident of this City. The 
trial will go on to-day. Mr.John E. Parsons ap- 
pears for Mrs. De Meli,and Messrs. Turner, Lee, 
and McClure for Mr. De Meli.

WINNERS IN THE REGATTA OF THE ECLIPSE 


CLUB. 


The first annual Spring regatta and excur- 
sion of the Eclipse Yacht Club took place yester- 
day from the club-house, at the foot of East One 
Hundred and Fourth-street.

SENATOR VOORHEES ANSWERED. 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL BREWSTER EXPLAINS 
THRE INJUSTICE OF HIS REMARKS. 

WASHINGTON, June 26,—In reply to the 
statements made by Senator Voorhees in the Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday concerning the Department 
of Justice, Attorney-General Brewster said to a re- 
porter this afternoon: 


“The Indiana Senator and counsel is not well in- 
formed on the stbject of the service required of 
the ‘seventeen Assistant Attorneys-General’, as he 
callsthem. There are only four Assistant Attor- 
neys-General; but i suppose he included the Solic- 
itor-General, Assistant Attorney, and law clerks in 
his list. These 17 men have special duties to per- 
form in the work of the department proper which 
keep them busy, and fer which they are paid, and 
fornothing else. The Solicitor-General and one of 
the Assistant Attorneys General have chargo of 
all Government cases before the Supreme Court, 
and have to write opinions in addition. 
Another Assistant Attorney-General has charge of 
the Government’s interest in the Court ef Claims 
and to aid him jn the laborious work required ot 
him the six Assistant Attorneys-General of the 
department are assigned. The men at times are 
required to travel from court to court for the pur- 
pose of taking depositions. The Third Assistant 
Attorney-General is by law assigned exclusively to 
the Department of the Interior, to look after the 
law part of that vast department. The Fourth 
Assistant Attorney-General is assigned to the Post 
Office Department, to do similar work. Then from 
the 17 assistants must be taken the Solicitor of the 
‘Treasury, the Solicitor of Internal Revenue, and 
the Examiner of Claims in the Department 
of State. Three of the four have clerks in the de- 
partment. One has exclusive charge of the exam- 
ination of titles to property sold to the Govern- 
ment for publie use, and is required to make an 
annual digest of the Attorney-General’s opinions. 
Another has charge of the auditing of the aceounts 
of ail Marshals, District Attorneys, assistant attor- 
neys, clerks of courts, United States Commission- 
ers, and other like officials. A third has charge of 
all applications for the pardon of criminals, a place 
which keeps him busy day and night. The fourth 
one is kept busy answerine correspondence 
of a legal nature. Nowif the Indiana Senator and 
advocate can show me how I can conscientiously 
ask those 17 assistants to go about the country and 
try all manner of cases in which the Government 
is a party I will try to accommodate him. It is a 
physical impossibility. The law under which they 
hold their positions does not que it of them, 
and they are not paid to doso. When Mr. Voor- 
hees looks into the matter earefully his keen sense 
- — is right will cause him to retract what he 

as said.”’ 


ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 

THE WASSON AND NICKERSON CASES—RE- 
TIREMENTS AND ORDERS TO OFFICERS. 
WASHINGTON, June 26.—The action of the 

President in the court-martial ease of Paymaster 

Wasson will be promuigated to-morrow in an or- 

der from the War Department. It is generally be- 

lieved that the findings of the eourt have been ap- 
proved, at loast to the extent of a sentence of dis- 
missal from the service. 

The President to-day ordered the retirement of 
Capt. D. Mortimer Lee, Sixvh Infantry. who was 
found incapacitated for aetive service by a Retir- 
ing Board, of which Gen, Hancock was President.

Charies G. Penney to be Captain, and Sec- 
ond Lieut. Charies H. Ingalls to be Virst Lieu- 
tenant, Sixth Infantry. 

Upon the recommendation of the Second Con- 
trolier of the Treasury, Secretury Folger has re- 
ferred to the Court of Claims the case of Gen. 
Adam Badeau, (retired,) now Consul-Gencral 
at Havana. This case involves the question of 
the right of a retired army officer employed in the 
consular service to receive pay for both offices. It 
also inyolves the general question whether the ac- 
ceptance by a retired ermy officer of a position in 
another branch of the Government is not equiva- 
lent to a resignation of his commission in the 
army. 

No further steps haye been taken bythe War 
Department to secure the arrest of Major Nicker- 
son.

Ail the changes made 
in the present system were inciuded, however, in 
the detailed statement telegraphed last night. It 
is stated at the Internal Revenue Bureau that it 
will require at least three weeks to carry the order 
into eftect, and thatitis probable the transfer of 
offices cannot be effected before Aug. 1. An es- 
timate was aJso made in the bureau that an annual 
saving of $290,000 will result from the reduction.

CHICAGO MARKETS UNSETILED., 


A NERVOUS FEELING AND LOWER PRICK 
FOR PRODUCE, 


Curcaao, June 26,—The leading produce markets 
were very nervous and unsettled today, averaging 
much lowerin price. Provisions were the weakest, 
and wheat and oats followed next, while corn was 
relatively firm, There was a vigorous calling of mar- 
gins on the longs, which put seme of them to their 
trumps ana led to more selling out, causing 2 weaker 
feeling than on any other day since the MeGeoeh fail- 
ure, in spite of cold, raw weather, such as has very 
seldom been experienced in this latitude the last 


week in June. The most notable fact in was the 
chartering of room to take out about 140,060 bushels 
of wheat by Jake, partly to Canada. In the afternoon 
the feeling was decidedly firmer. 

Provisions were very weak, declining on chanae 70 
cents on pork, 30 centson lard, and 27}¢ cents on short 
ribs from the latest prices of Monday, and closing 
heavy. Pork closed at $16 5735 for July and 316 67. 
bid for August. d closed at £9 35 for July an 
$9 50 asked for August. Ribs closed at $8 3746 for 
July and $8 45 for August. The hog market was 
firm, but Liverpoo! reported a decline of dd. in lard. 
probably because of expectations that the supply there 
will be largely inereaseu by shipments from this side 
now in progress. The bears got the idea that prices 
bad not yet gone low enough, and the weakness o/ 
Monday afternoon gure them courage tocall the longs 
for margins, which brought out more offerings of 
stuff, and the market weakened badly during the first 
hour. lt steadied on the eariy call,as it was found 
that aleading packer was a free buyer, but turned 
back again later with free seliing by longs, and the 
wide-spread idea that others woula be only too giad 
to unload if they could do it without forcing prices 
down stiilfurther. There was a fair shipping demand 
for meats, but mostly for small lots. On the the after- 
noon call pork and lard advaneed 10 cents and ribe 
746 cents, the market ciosing firm, with some buying 
orders unfilled, After the call, August pork sold up 
to $17, being a further advance of 20 cents, and lard 
solid tor August at $9 5234 to $9 55. 

Flour was in light demand and weak, in sympathy 
with wheat. Some purchases were made on foreign 
account and one or two for shipment to Eastern 
States. The local trade was very aull, 

Wheat was weak most of the time and badly unset- 
tled. It sold up 44 cent early in the day on the fact of 
cold weather, the report of which induced firmness 
in New-York and St. Louis. But they soon tapered 
off, and the market here declined % cent, then fm- 
proved % cent, tumbled 154 cents, and closed on 
Change about % cent below the latest prices 
of Monday, at $1 O02 asked for July and §1 04% 
bid for Angust, with. September _at a premium 
of 2 cents over the latter month. The British mar 
kets were called dull, with a decline of 3d, per quar. 
ter on cargoes to arrive,and private advices were of 
the same tenor, The near approach of harvest, with 
the knowledge that stocks here continue large, jed to 
further calling of margins, and under this pressure 
some big lines of long wheat were sold out, which 
were picked up by the shorts, leaving the market 
pretty nearly evened up. There was then a rally, and 
the market tamed down on depressing advices from 
other points, while there was a <meuoing upof the old 
fear that the July wheat cannot be placed with- 
out breaking to below 81. The market turned up 
in the afternoon, probably because it was ascer- 
tained that vessel room had been taken for 143,000 
bushels, most of which is going across the Atlantic, 
and that there were other export inquirles on hand. 
Some of the frightened ones thought it probable that 
prices had already gone low enough to attract for- 
eign buyers, and that turned the scaie. On the after- 
noon Call the market advanced ¥ to 1 eent, closing at 
81 025< bid for July and $1 054 bid for Angust. In 
the alley August was afterward quoted up to $1 055<, 
and July at $1 03}¢. 

Corn was trregularly active, but relatively steady. 
Tt sola down 4 cent, advanced 44 cent, and closed on 
"Change at about the latest prices of Monday. at 
5334 cents bid for July and 53% cents bid for August. 
Liverpool was reported firm, but London dull. The 
receipts here were light, and receivers stated that 
they were likely to continue so for some time. A 

ood deal of corn sola for July delivery has Deen 

ught in again within a few days. The market was 
quiet until about 11 o’elock, when a line of about 
1,600,000 bushels of short corn began to be filled in, 
the operator not liking the weatheroutlook. The buy- 
ing sent the market up 34 cent, and it fell back in sym- 
pathy with wheat and provisions. There was a very 
good shipping demana on ’Change, and the lower 
grades were stronger. In the afternoon the feeling 
was a shade firmer, but very steady.

Fany, who is said to have served his party 
at the polls by ‘‘knocking down and drag- 
ving out’ respectable: persons who desired 
to vote the Republican ticket. Fany has 
already celebrated his: elevation by making 
an assault upon a Police Captain. The 
Governor is in Buffalo, but when he returns 
it will be necessary for: him to approve or 
disapprove of this man’s,appointment. 





While the inquiry into the condition of 
the ‘‘assisted’”’ immigrants’ from Irejand is 
pending, many of these poor people are like- 
\y to become a public charge. Yesterday a 
man who arrived here with his wife and five 
children, June 2, applied to the Castle Garden 
authorities for help. He had been assisted 
by the Donegal .County Union to the extent 
of free tickets to America;for himself and 
family, with afree gift of $15 in addition. 
This man found no gold in the streets, and 
no employment anywhere. He and his 
family are destitute. It would be a mock- 
ery to call these people self-supporting 
jmmigrants. There are now about 200 
‘*assisted”’ immigrants at the Castle Garden 
depot. ‘They are in’ various stages of desti- 
tution. But nearly all of them, like the 
persons above referred to, are paupers to all 
intents and purposes. If ever the United 
States Government had just cause for com- 
plaint against the quality of the emigration 
fostered and encouraged by any foreign 
Government, that occasion is the present 
one. lf our Government is ever to protest 
against paupers being sent hither at the ex- 
pense of a foreign Government, this is the 


time to protest.

Mr. Rurvus Haros, in the interview with 
him printed in another column, touches, in 
bis light and discursive manner, upon & 
point of serious importance.

some millions of Americans are daily 
consuming without injury and without sus- 
picion. American evidence of the delete- 
rious character of American viands will be 
warmly welcomed hy the sariculturists of 





Great Britain and of Germany, who are 
still, in the former country at ledst, the 
class of most political influence. There is 
no denying the charges about “‘ oleomarga- 
rine’’ and “‘lard cheese,” and the truth of 
these charges has caused the dairymen and 
the manufacturers of this country ten times 
more pecuniary injury than the aduitera- 
tion has brought them pecuniary bene- 
fit And now it is charged that a 
firm doing a large business systematicaily 
adulterates the lard in which it deals. Even 
if this charge was fabricated by an un- 
scrupulous speculator in a desperate effort 
to save himself, its effect abroad will be mis- 
chievous, while if the truth of the charge is 
established, it will deal our export tratle a 
blow from which it will take years of honest 
dealing to recover. American food products 
have in any case a prejudice to overcome 
in the European, and especially in the Eng- 
lish, markets, and oleomargarine, lard 
cheese, and tallow lard will not be effective 
in allaying this prejudice. 





POLITICS AND THE REVENUE BU- 
REAU. 

The political bearing of the recent changes 
in the internal revenue collection districts 
will not escape attention. The consolida- 
tion was a difficult task at best, and it is not 
likely that the most strenuous efforts to sat- 
isfy the friends of all the Collectors inter- 
ested and the factions with which they 
are connected would be completely satisfac- 
tory. If the President and the Secretary 
and the new Commissioner devoted their 
energies to any such hopeless achievement, 
they must be exceedingly disappointed at 
the result. It turns out that in this State 
two of the five Collectors dispensed with 
belonged to the wing of the party variously 
designated as half-breed, anti-Conkling, and 
Garfield Republicans. Those retained at 
the head of the consolidated districts are all 
attached to what is known as the Stalwart 
faction, and two of them at least—Messrs. 
BENTLEY and SmarT—are of the peculiarly 
odorous type of Stalwarts headed by Mr. 
Joun F. Smytx. Their selection is not cal- 
culated to promote that ‘‘ harmony’”’ which, 
we have been long told, is the supreme 
need of the hour.. From other parts 
of the country there are reported evidences 
of a like influence at work. In Des Moines, 
Iowa, the Collector, Mr. SHzrman, brother 
of the senior Senator from Ohio, is removed 
after 15 years of service to give place to Mr. 
BuRDETTE, a business associate of the notori- 
ous Mr. Hatton, of the Post Office Depart- 
ment, Collector SazRMan had the support 
of the Iowa Senators and of Republican 
Congressmen. From a political stand-point 
his displacement does not seem conspicuous- 
ly sagacious. 

We should like to believe that the Presi- 
dent has been guided in his cheice of Col- 
lectors to be retained and of Collectors to be 
let go by an earnest and single desire to pro- 
mote the efficiency of the service. It is not 
clear, however, that in that design he could 
get any particular aid from the Commis- 
sioner of Internal Revenue, who, nev- 
ertheless, wal, officially, immediately 
responsible. We cannot attribute to 
this gentleman, fresh as he is in the 
bureau, the remarkable uniformity with 
which Stalwart Collectors have been favored 
and those not identified with Stalwartism 
have been found unserviceable. We are 
compelled to seek elsewhere an explanation 
of this interesting fact, and it must be found 
in the proclivities of Secretary FoLeerr, or 
in those of the President himself. What- 
ever the cause, the fact remains, and it is not 
reassuring so far as the political prospects of 
the Administration areconcerned. It would 
be surprising indeed if all the best officers, 
those most capable of filling their posts well, 
were of the Stalwart faction. 

The influence of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau upon the politics of the country 
is, however, still more important from an- 
other than the ordinary politician’s stand- 
point. Itis practically unaffected by the 
recent civil service act. Its management 
is left altogether to the discretion of the Ad- 
ministration. It affords, therefore, an in- 
dication which the public will take as con- 
clusive of the real spirit of the Administra- 
tion. The people will not care so very 
much whether one faction or another 
predominates in the revenue offices, pro- 
vided the standard of honesty and efficiency 
is kept high. But the belief that that is the 
case cannot be maintained if the recent 
scandalous conduct of Commissioner Evans 
is to be overlooked. We gave the evidence 
yesterday that Horton, whom Mr. Evans 
put in Mr. E:prmex’s place, is to the last 
degree unfit for appointment. It was already 
known that he had been once dismissed from 
the service for good cause, and his connec- 
tion with Burner and his whisky case 
was notoriously improper. His appoint- 
ment was one of several proofs of Mr. 
Evanse’s absolute unfitness for his exceed- 
ingly important position. If the President 
wishes to counteract the effect of the curi- 
ous political one-sidedness of his changes in 
the Collectorships, he would do well to get 
rid of Mr. Evans. If he wishes to make 
assurance doubly sure, he will get rid of 
Mr. Harton and Mr. Ever also. 








THE SCOTT LAW DECISION. 


The Supreme Court of Ohio has decided 
in favor of the validity of the Scott law im- 
posing a tax on the sale of liquors. The 
only change in the composition of the court 
since the decision of last year adverse to 
the Pond law has been produced by the 
election of a Democratic Judge. The pre- 
cise difference in principle between the two 
acts of the Legislature does not, in the ab- 
gence of the opinion of the court, distinctly 
appear. The chief feature of the Pond law 
was the imposition of a tax of $800 on all 
keepers of liquor saloons, and this was de- 
clared to be in effect a license act, and there- 
fore inconsistent with the Constitution of 
the State, which prohibits all licensing of 
the liquor traffic. The present law imposes 
a tax of $100 a year on the sale of wine and 
beer, and $200 on the sale of wine, beer, and 
liquors, and provides that in case a dealer 
gives up the business during the year a pro 
rata share of the tux paid shall be refunded. 
The act was carefully framed with a view 
to meeting the objections ofthe ‘Supreme 
Court to the provisions of; the, Pont.lew, . 
and in this respect its author appéart’ to’ 
have been successful. 

This act was passed upon by a local Judge 
at Steudenviille in April, and by him de- 
clared to be unconstitutional, on the ground . 
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that the tax was unequal and that its effect 
was to impair existing contracts. It is evi- 
dent that the Supreme Court does not agree 
with this learned jurist. The result of the 
test case which has attracted so much atten- 
tion and figured so prominently in Ohio 
politics shows the wisdom of the Republi- 
cans of the State in proceeding with their 
convention and adhering to their principles 
without waiting for the decision of the 
court. Had they wavered in their position 
or paltered with the subject they would have 
been weakened, and the decision when it 
came would have done them little good. 
Now it can hardly fail to work in their 
favor. The Democrats labored hard to se- 
cure an adverse decision, and their candi-+ 
date for Governor exerted all his power to 
that end as counsel in the case. Im their 
platform the Democrats did not mention 
the Scott law, but made an indirect thrust 
at it by declaring that they were oppased to 
‘‘sumptuary legislation and unequal taxa- 
tion in any form.’’ An act taxing the 
liquor traffic is certainly not sumptuary 
legislation in any sense, and now the high- 
est judicial authority in the State has de- 
clared that the Scott law does not provide 
for unequal taxation within the constitu- 
tional meaning of that phrase. 


The decision leaves the Democratic Party 
in a somewhat awkward position with re- 
gard to the main issue of the canvass. It 
anticipated making considerable capital out 
of a failure of the law to stand the constitu- 
tional test, and the heaviest charge has been 
drawn from its campaign guns. There are 
intimations that it may try to find comfort 
in assailing the court, but such tactics are 
not likely to benefit its cause. The practi- 
cal effect of the law will be to draw 
a considerable revenue for the State 
from the liquor traffic, without impos- 
ing any serious burden upon it, and 
to that extent lightening the pressure 
of general taxation. This result will natu- 
rally work in favor of the Republicans. 
Moreover, it will be set down to their credit 
that in spite of the restrictions of the Con- 
stitution they have devised a practical meth- 
od of regulating the sale of intoxicating 
liquors and deriving a revenue from it, 
which is in itself moderate and reasonable. 
The law leaves the matter of Sunday selling 
to municipal corporations, which is likely 
to prove a popular feature of the legislation. 
On the whole, the embarrassments of the 
canvass for the Republicans have been to a 
great extent removed by this decision, and 
their prospects have been proportionately 
brightened, all of which shows the wisdom 
of sticking to principles and proceeding 
with firmness and courage. 





ELEVATED RAILROAD LITIGATION 


The litigation between the elevated rail- 
road companies of this City threatens to be 
interminable. It seems to be carried on 
chiefly as a means of forcing an adjustment 
of their conflicting claims and interests, and 
in most of it the public has little interest ex- 
cept such as arises from the use that is made 
of the judicial machinery of the State and 
from the increase of the expense account 
of the companies. The point of chief im- 
portance in the decision rendered yesterday 
by Judge LAWRENCE, of the Supreme Court, 
relates to the validity of the merger agree- 
ment, though that was not the question di- 
rectly before the court. Under the original 
agreement of May, 1879, the roads of the 
Metropolitan and New-York Companies 
were leased to the Manhattan Com- 
pany practically in perpetuity, but a fail- 
ure to carry out the terms of the contract 
might disintegrate the monopoly. The 
agreement of October, 1881, modified the 
terms of the original agreement, and has 
been held valid, though a final adjudica- 
tion directly upon that point can hardly be 
said to have been reached. But the merger 
agreement of November, 1881, put in place 
of the connection of the companies by the 
contract of lease, which might be terminated 
by a failure to observe its conditions, an ab- 
solute consolidation into a single corpora- 
tion, which, if legal in its constitution, 
would become an actual monupoly. 


The Metropolitan Company has been con- 
tending in the courts against this merging 
of its corporate identity into that of the 
Manhattan Company, and claiming that the 
agreement by which it was intended to 
effect that object was not valid. An injunc- 
tion against carrying this agreement into 
effect was long ago granted, but the trial of 
the case on its merits has never been 
reached. An application for vacating the 
injunction was heard by Judge Davis and 
by him denied. The case was again argued 
before Judge Barrett, and he continued 
the injunction without leave to renew the 
motion. The next move was made under 
an amendment of the Code, which seems to 
have been .made for the special behoof 
of these corporations, to have the injunc- 
tion set aside on the giving of a 
bond by the Manhattan Company to indem- 
nify the plaintiff for any loss that might 
result to it. The motion for this purpose 
was denied by Judge LAWRENCE yesterday, 
mainly on the ground that it was not made 
to appear that the loss would be repara- 
ble or capable of being made good by 
a@ money compensation. Judge LAWRENCE 
also believed that the law required that the 
motion should be made before the Judge 
who had heard the application for a 
vacation of the order of injunction. A still 
more important point in his decision was 
that he did not regard this means of getting 
rid of an injunction applicable where the 
purpose of that injunction was to restrain 
the execution of an agreement which has 
been pronounced, so far as it has been 
passed upon at all, absolutely oull and void. 

The purpose of the moving party 1s plain 
enough. It wishes to get the injunction out 
of the way until it can carry the merger 
agreement into practical effect, and then it 
can fight with advantage any attempt to 
undo the work or to enforce a remedy for 
the injury done. [If it could effect this pre- 
liminary move it would even calculate on 
forcing the plaintiff out of court and coerc- 
ing it into submission. This is the general 
use which the Manhattan Company is trying 
to make of the courts, and the Executive 
Committee of its Board of Directors yesterday 


:took another step in its policy of intimida- 
'} tion. by litigation, by directing a suit to be 


brought to recover the value of the Manhat- 
tan stock given to the Metropolitan Com- 
pany as part of the consideration in the 
agreement of May. 1879. The purpose of 
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this action is evidently not to press such 
suit in good faith, but to bring more pres- 
sure to bear upon fhe Metropolitan Company 
to force it into submission to the merging 
scheme.

A PRACTICAL LESSON. 

We give this morning a description of the 
work of the New-York Post Office and its 
methods, as they have been developed under 
the system of administration established 


near the beginning of the term of President, 


Hayes. Ourreaders will find init a practical 
lesson in the value of civil service reform. 
It is of the essence of this reform that, under 
it, employes are appointed or retained, pro- 
moted or dismissed, and generally managed, 
not to advance partisan ends or to please 
politicians, but to serve the public interest. 
Among the subordinates of the force admis- 
sion and promotion are based upon a com- 
petitive examination of applicants or upon 
the official record of those already in the 
service, which is necessarily the best possi- 
ble record of actual competition. It is not 
to be supposed that this system works 
by itself. On the contrary, to produce its 
best results it requires a man of experience, 
integrity, and capacity at the head. But no 
one can read the statement which we pub- 
lish and not be convinced that, even with an 
indifferent head, the system guards against 
many evils, while with a proper head it 
makes possible a degree of efficiency which 
not the best chief could accomplish without 
it. Happily the present Postmaster is fitted 
to get out of the system all that it could 
yield. ; 

Having the absolute divorce from politics, 
which is secured by the competitive system 
as a basis, the advantages which follow are 
numerous. In the first place, the most 
rigorous discipline becomes practicable. 
Each man is accountable to his immediate 
superior for the way he does his work. If 
he does well, he prospers; if he does ill, he 
suffers, and exactly in the degree that he 
does ill. He can appeal to a higher official, 
or to the chief, but he cannot fall back on 
any one outside. Political influence does 
not count. It did not get him his place; it 
cannot get him promotion; it cannot save 
him from the consequences of neglect or in- 
efficiency. The only hope is in doing his 
duty; the only fear is from not doing it. This 
is the system on which private business is 
done, if it is done well, and the same system 
works in the same way in public business. 


The Post Office in the City of New-York 
does a business involving directly over $79,- 
000,000 a year. It collects for the Govern- 
ment over $4,000,000 annually, and con- 
tributes nearly $3,000,000 to the cost of the 
postal service. That it is able to do this 
year in and year out with accuracy, fidelity, 
and singular promptness is due, in the first 
instance, to the fact that itis manned and 
run not for politics but for business. Its 
efficiency, order, discipline, and accuracy 
would be utterly unattainable if this were 
not so. And the advantages of the reform 
system here are exactly those which may 
be had in the departments at Washington 
and in every large office in the country by 
the same means. It is true that the system 
would not necessarily produce men in high 
places like Mr. Pearson; but it would tend 
to produce them. It would make the ap- 
pointment of inferior men difficult and un- 
desirable. It would remove the temptation 
to put in power the Evanses, the Hattons, 
and the like. 





TILDEN AND THE IROQUOIS. 


The Iroquois Club, of Chicago, is so 
palpable an imitation of the Tammany So- 
ciety of New-York that it is not entitled to 
a vast amount of respect. To be sure, there 
is nothing in the name of Tammany that 
should be distinctive. And there is much 
in the title of Iroquois that is historic and 
significant. But the Iroquois Club is, after 
all, a Western parody of an Eastern institu- 
tion, time-honored and more or less infa- 
mous. TWEED and SwreEny were Tammany 
chieftains. Under this head it is not neces- 
sary tosay more. But the Iroquois braves 
(as they call themselves) represent the rash- 
ness and previousness of the free unbound- 
ed West. The Iroquois can stand almost 
anything in the way of snubs and still rise 
superior to adverse circumstances. It 
was nothing to the Iroquois that Mr. 
Carter Harrison, having been invited 
to speak to a certain sentiment at a 
public dinner, ‘‘ flew the track,’’ as it were, 
and talked about something else and enun- 
ciated political doctrines wholly at variance 
with everything that had been said and 
sworn to, in the most solemn manner, by 
those who ate of the Iroquois banquet and 
drank from the Iroquois pump. The West- 
ern liberty of the club, although not under- 
stood by Senator BayArp and a few other 
conservatives and fence-straddlers, was real 
freedom. 

Naturally, the Iroquois, being a Chicago 
Democratic organization, inclines to the be- 
lief that Chicago is the only place in which 
the next Democratic National Convention 
can be held. A delegation of braves was 
sent on to press upon Mr. S. J. Trnpen, 
who is recognized as the residuary legatee 
of the Democratic Party, the claims of Chi- 
cago. It seems to be admitted, with cheer- 
ful unanimity, that the Democratic Party 
will do whatever Mr. TrLpEN requests shall 
be done. If the reader of these lines will 
run over in his mind the names of the Demo- 
craticchieftains who may be supposed to have 
a voice in the councils of the party, he will 
find no man whose influence can be set up 
for a moment against Mr. TrLpEN’s. This 
redoubtable leader may be a helpless wreck; 
but his little finger is thicker than the loins 
of any other man in his party. The Chicago 
Iroquois naturally came to him. It was an- 
nounced that Tinpen had already settled 
upon Saratoga as the place for holding the 
Convention, and upon an Eastern man as the 
only proper candidate. The errand of the 
Iroquois seemed bootless. Nevertheless, the 
braves are jubilant. They send word to 
Chicago that they have received assurances 
that the object of their visit has been ac- 
complished. 

It was supposed that the motive which 
influenced Mr. TrupEN in choosing (if he 
did choose) New- York as the State in which 
the next Democratic National Convention 
should be held was a selfish one. He de- 
sires to control the nomination. His choice 
is supposed to lie in the East, and an East- 
ern man could not be nominated in the 





West. th is now widened: that the} 


visiting statesmen from the Iroquois coun- 
try have promised Mr. TitpeEn that Illi- 
pois will favor his renomination if he 
will consent to the Convention’s being held 
in Chicago. He hasconsented. Therefore are 
the Iroquois braves jubilant. Does any rea- 
sonable man suppose that Mr. 'TrLpen really 
desires to be the Democratic candidate for 
the Presidency? Probably not. Why, then, 
does he coquet with the Iroquois embassy or 
with any representative of any faction or 
party? Simply because, as he cannot be the 
King, he would be the King-maker. The 
delightful romance of Mr. TrnpEn’s robust 
and even brutal animal spirits and health, 
lately sent out by authority of one of his in- 
timate journalistic friends, was part of the 
scheme by which TrLDEN proposes to con- 
trol the next Democratic nomination. The 
nominee may not be TitpEn. It will be 
TmLpEN’s man. Mr. Titpen can well 
afford to incline a gracious ear to the peti- 
tion of the Iroquois. Their oath of alle- 
giance is worth something to him. It may 
now be set down that TILDEN will nominate 
the next Democratic candidate. 





NO NEW SAINTS. 


The Canadians are anxious to have a saint 
of theirown. Mgr. Lavat, the first Bishop 
of Quebec, is a candidate for the honor of 
saintship, and an ecclesiastical commission 
bas been sitting for many months in Quebec 
collecting and examining evidence as to his 
claims. Itis understood that the commis- 
sion has decided in the late Bishop’s favor, 
and it now rests with the saint department 
in Rome to take final action in the matter. 

When, some time ago, a number of new 
saints were made, the conduct of the Roman 
Church in the matter was defended on the 
ground that an infusion of new blood into 
the ranks of sainthood was desirable. This 
excuse, however, cannot be used forever, 
and it most certainly will not apply to the 
case of Bishop Lavan. We may grant that 
he was an excellent man and an admirable 
Bishop. It may even be conceded that he 
worked several very creditable miracles. 
Still, the fact remains that the number of 
saints already in the service is excessive, 
and hence no more should at present be 
added to the number. 

The condition of the saint service in the 
Roman Church is very much like the con- 
dition of the United States Navy. In the 
days when we had a large fieet we had no 
more officers than we needed. We could 
give employment to all of them, and no com- 
plaints were made that the navy was over- 
stocked with officers. Now, however, that 
we have no ships to speak of, we cannot find 
employment for our numerous officers. We 
have something like fifty-three officers to 
every ship, and Congress, in order to prevent 
this enormous disproportion from increasing, 
has been compelled to provide that no new 
officers shall be admitted to the service ex- 
cept as vacancies may arise. 

Years ago, when all Europe was religious, 
there was no excess of saints. Every town, 
large or small, had its patron saint, and 
every devout believer had a private saint of 
his own. There has, however, been a great 
change in the religious state of Europe 
within the last thirty years. In Italy, for 
example, belief in religion has been steadily 
decreasing. In the large towns the majority 
of the men are unbelievers, and desire to 
have nothing whatever to de with the 
saints. Of course, no saint will thrust his 
services upon those to whom they are dis- 
tasteful. Thus, scores of towns, having 
ceased to pay any attention to their munic- 
ipal saints, have very properly been in turn 
abandoned by the saints; and of those 
saints who formerly took charge of individ- 
ual Italians probably one-half are out of 
employment. The same thing has taken 
place all over Europe, and at a moderate 
estimate there are now nearly 600 saints who 
are, so to speak, waiting orders and without 
any reasonable hope of employment. 

In these circumstances 1t is useless to add 
to the number of saints. The Roman 
Church should take the ground that here- 
after no new saints shall be made except 
when vacancies occur. At the same time, 
the church should adopt a retiring law 
authorizing the Pope to piace on the retired 
list any saint who has been in active ser- 
vice for, say, 1,000 years. Of course, the 
Pope should have the right to keep a saint 
on the active list for any length of time if 
by so doing the. efficiency of the service 
couid be promoted, but he certainly should 
have the right to retire such saints as should 
have failed after a thousand years of trial to 
justify their retention. 

Vacancies made by the application of the 
retiring act ceuld very properly be filled by 
the appointment of new saints. If the late 
Bishop LAVAL can wait patiently his claims 
can be recognized without injustice to other 
saints, or to the church. The attempt to 
secure an appointment for him now, when 
the saint service is so notoriously crowded, 
is, however, ill-judged, and no true friend of 
the church will be anxious to see it succeed. 








supposed to be an era of good feeling among the 
graduates and undergraduates of colleges, and so 
it has been in fact until within a very few years.

And, over in Massachusetts, Senator Grorcr 
Frispiz Hoar, after vainly inventing a trip to 
Europe to avoid meeting the Governor of Masaa- 
chusetts, ia compelled plumply to decline presiding 
over the Alumni dinner, which that wieked magis- 
trate is expeeted to attend loaded with a speech 
intended for the discomfiture of his eneinies in 
general and of the President of the Harvard 
Alumni in particular. It will require several Bac- 
calaureate sermons to allay the envy, malice, and 
uncharitableness which have been stirred up at 
various seats of learning by the Commencement 
season of 1883.

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| trary ruling’ in order to exclude objectionable 
votes, the judicial ermine seems to be distinctly 
dragged, if not in the saw-dust of eanine 
conflict, at least in the mire of practi- 
cal politics, When it is further alleged 
that the ruling was prearranged between the 
President and the Judge, we are at once trans- 
ported from “the still air of delightful studies” to 
the scenes of the active labors of Mr. Jonn F. 
Smyrs and Mr. Tuomas C. Puatrr. There is no time 
to be lost in bringing Alumni meetings under the 
provisions of the law regulating primary eleetions.

OBITUARY. 


STEPHEN ALEXANDER, LL. D. 

Prof. Stephen Alexander, LL. D., Professor 
Emeritas of Astronomy at Princeton College, diea 
yesterday at his home in Princeton, N. J. He 
was born in sSohenectady, N. Y., Sept. 1, 1806. 
He was graduated at Union College in 1834, and 
subsequently at Princeton Theological Seminary, 
where he received a license to preach. He 
became a tutor in Princeton College in 1833, 
and has been connected with that institution 
ever since. In the year following his ap- 
pointment as tutor he was made adjunet Pro- 
fessor of Mathematics, and in 1840 was made Pro- 
fessor of Astronomy, & position created in that year. 
On the death of Dr. Albert D. Dod, in 1845, he was 
made Professor of Mathematics, and in 1854 he was 
appointed Professor of Mechanical Philosophy and 





Astronomy. In 1862 he was made Professor of 
Natural Philosophy and Astronomy; and in 1873, 


astronomy having become so important a factor in 
the course, he was relieved from philosophical 
work and made Professor of Astronomy, a position 
he held until 1877, when he retired from the active 
exercise of his duties, and was succeeded by 
Prof. Charles A. Young, who was called to the 
chair from Dartmouth College. In 1860 he 
went to tne ooast of Labrador at the head 
of a Government astronomical expedition to ob- 
serve the eolipse of July 18. Nine years later he 
was with an expedition to the Rocky Mountains to 
observe the solar eclipse of August of that year. 
He was the author of numerous papers on astreno- 
my, mathematics, and kindred subjects, which 
attracted much attention both in this country and 
in Europe. Among the best known of these were 
“Physical Phenomena Attendant Upon Solar 
Eclipses,” ‘Fundamental Principles of Mathe- 
matics,” “Origin of the Forms and the Present 
Condition’(1850) of Some of the Clusters of the Stars 
and Several of the Nebulz,” “Form and Eaua- 
torial Diameters of the Asteroid Planets,” “ Har- 
monies in the Arrangement of the Solar System, 
which seem to be Confirmatory ofthe Nebular Hy- 
pothesis of La Place.” He received the degree of 
LL. D. from Columbia College. He was ene of the 
founders of the National Academy of Science, and 
a member of the American Philosophical Society 
of the Ameriean Academy of Arts and Seiences, 
and of the American Association for the Advance- 
ment of Science, of which he was President in 
1859. He was the possessor of remarkabie oratori- 
cal and rhetorical powers in middle life, and full 
of the true poetic spirit. He was a sineere and 
thoroughly devout Christian man, and for this rea- 
son wasa power among the students with whom 
he came in contact. The present advanced posi- 
tion of Princeton in astronomical science and 
research is due in great measure to his enthusi- 
asm and energy. For several years the aged 
astronomer had devoted his leisure hours to the 
study of the heavens from a small observatory in 
the rear of his residence, and there he observed 
the recent transit of Venus. Prof. Alexander will 
be buried at Princeton on Friday, funeral services 
being held at 2 o’closk in the afternoon. 


GEN. JAMES CONNER. 

Gen. James Conner, of Charleston, died at 
Richmond, Va., yesterday morning. He was born 
in Charleston Sept. 1, 1829, was graduated at South 
Carolina College in 1849, and was admitted to the 
Bar in 1852. In 1856 he was appointed United States 
District Attorney for South Carolina. Soon after 
his appointment a number of naval questions were 
presented for adjudication in relation especially to 
the slave trade. He conducted the prosecution of 


Col. Currie in the proceedings against the Wan- 
derer, which vessel had brought a cargo of slaves 
to this state. In December, 1860, he resigned the 
office of District Atterney and shortly afterward 
seryed with Judge Magrath and tne Hon. W. 
F. Calecock as a member of the committee 
who visited the State capital and urged the Legis- 
lature to consider the necessity for immediate 
secession. Afterthe passage of the ordinance of 
secession he prepared for active service. He was 
appointed Confederate States District Attorney for 
Seath Carolina. but dia not actively assume the 
duties of the office. He entered the army in 1861 
as Captain, and rose to the rank of Acting Major- 
General. He was engaged in 17 pitched battles, 
end lost a leg at Cedar Run. Afterthe war he 
formed a law partnership with ex-Gov. Porter, in 





Charleston, which continued until 1874. In 1878 he 
was appointed Receiver for the Greenville and 
Columbia Railroad, serving as sueh until the pres- 
ent ownership, when he was made a Direetor and 
general counsel. 

In 1876 Gea. Conner was made Chairman of the 
State Democratic Exeoutive Committee, and al- 
though opposing the policy adopted by the party, 
Was nominated and elected Attorney-General on 
the ticket with Hampton for Governor. In the ex- 
citement caused by the Cainhoy massacre and the 
negro riots before and after the election in 1°76, he 
commanded the rifle elubs in this citv, and no in- 
fluence less powerful than his ceuld have then 
saved Charleston from the horrors of civil 
war. After the election he was the official coun- 
selor of Hampton and his colleagues, renresenting 
them at Washington and before the State and Fed- 
eral courts. He cendueted the prosecution of s 
number of prominent ex-officials who had been 
guilty of fraud, and convicted before juries equa)ly 
composed of whites and blacks ex-State Treasurer 
Cardoza and ex-Congressmen Smalls and Carpen- 
ter. In 1877 he resigned the office of Attorney- 
General. Since his retirement he had been engaged 
in his profession.

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THE POSTPONED ENROLLMENT. 
From Harper's Weekly. 

The plan of Republican reorganization in 
the City of New-York has been adopted by the 
Central Committee with one important change. 
The plan as originally published provided for a 
general enroliment and the disbanding of the ‘‘as- 
soclations” in September, so that the party might 
be reorganized before the elections to the State 


Convention of this year, whieh will select the State 
Committee to direct the Presidential eampaign of 
next year. Upon the plea, however, that a Sep- 
tember enrollment would not be complete, the 
time wae changed to November. after the eleetion. 
But itis provided that every Republican who is 
entitled to be enrolled may vote at the prima- 
ries for the convention, and additional Inspectors, 
mainly from the anti-machine wing, were selected 
to act at the elections with the present Inspectors. 
This seheme leaves the associations unchanged 
until after the elections of this Autumn, and their 
organized and experienced force is not unlikely to 
hetbene against the scattered energy of the Repub- 
icans who have hitherto not been permitted to 
vote. The disfranchised Republicans will hardly 
show at Once the vigor and power which it is te 
be hoped that they will ultimately display. If the 
old machine leaders suceeed in controllicg 
the delegations from the city, and through 
them the convention and the new State 
Committee, it will be because raw levies and yol- 
unteers and minute-men are not a match for the 
regulars. The postponement ef enrol)ment is un- 
fortunate, but it can be plausibly defended. The 
trouble is that if, after the fine scheming for reor- 
ganization and the free voting at the convention 
primaries, it should turn out that nothing is 
changed, and that the old machine is still in con- 
trol, there would be a dangerous chill of Repubil- 
can enthusiasm. It would have been wiser to 
carry out the plan as already published, beeause 
the old machine is under such a cloud that any 
modification of the seheme in the apparent interest 
of the machine arouses profound suspicion.

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' ARCHBISHOP WOOD BURIED. 


AN IMPOSING CEREMONY IN WHICH MANi 
CHURCH DIGNITARIES TOOK PART. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 26.—This morning, in 
the presence of the dignitaries of the Americar 
@atholic Church, and of a grand audienee, and 
with all the sacred ceremonial befitang his high 
rank, the finai rites were paid to the mortal ro 
mains of Archbishop Wood. By ¢1wn the ap 
preaches to the cathedral were thronged with 
people. The Pioneer Corps of the Catholie Totai 
Abstinence Union were in line first, and proceeded 
at once from Sixteenth-street to the cathedral. 
Shortly after 8 o’ciock the invited guests beran ta 
arrive, and filled every pew in the church before 


the public were admitted. The invitations to eity 
officials were limited. Among those present were 
Mayor King, President of the Common Ccuncils 
William H. Lex, Judges Allison, Ludlow. Kicoeck, 
Arnold, and Ashman, and Controller Page. They 
occupied seats near the remains. Besides these 
there were present many prominent meu, includ- 
ing Franklin B. Gowen, Dr. Nolan, of the Academy 
of Natural Sciences: ex-Goy. Pollock, x»urman PB. 
Sheppard, Daniel Dougherty, Dr. Andrew Neb- 
inger, and Edwin M. Lewis. All who came in by 
the side door were allowed to walk to the head of 
the catafalque and view the remains. The lay 
orders, including every sister society in the dio- 
cese, were present, as were also the orphans of 
the St, Vincent’s Home, who were attired in deep 
mourning. 

The front doers were opened at 9 o'clock, and 
those outside admitted as quietly as possible. 
After the priests and higher eburch dignitaries 
had filed in, Bishop Shanahan followed and took 
his station in front of the altar, and then the 
“Office of the Dead” was solemnly chanted. 
Archbishop Gibbons, of Baltimore, was the cele- 
brant, and Fathers Power, of St. Patrick’s, and 
Ward, of Bristol, the antiphonarians. The office 
consists of matins, divided into three nocturns, 
each necturn havingthree psalms and three les- 
sons. The psalms were sung by the united clergy, 
and each lesson by arepresentative Cathelic Pastor 
of the diecese. After matins, lauds were sung hy the 
clergy. The lauds are composed of hymns from 
the Psalms of David, the canticle of the “ Thre« 
Children of the Fiery Furnace,’’ and the bene 
dictus of Zecharirh, and then follewed prayer by 
the presiding dignitary of the office. Here the picked 
choir of — and seminarians began the solemn 
pontifical high mass of requiem for the deceased 
Archbishop. The Right Rey. William O'Hara, D. 
D., Bishop of Scranton, was the celebrant, with 
the Rev. John T. Eleock as assistant priest; the 
Rev. William Kieran, D. D., Deaeon, and the Rev. 
Ignatius Horshman, D. D., Rector of St. Mary’s, 
Sub-Deaeon. The Revs. D..A. Brennan and P. F. 
Burke were the magters of ceremonies. The music 
of the mass was without accompaniment, and was 
the work of Maestro Claudio, of Casciolini, being 
the sume which was sung at the funeral ceremonies 
of the late Pope Pio Nono. 

At the conclusion of the mass Archbidhop James 
Gibbons, of Baitimore, ascended the pulpit and 
delivered the funeral eulogy, premising his re- 
marks by reading from the Scriptures the lament 
in which the inspired King of Israel bewailea the 
death of Saul and Jonathan. 

When Archbishop Gibbons had finished. the five 
Bishops and Archbishops who were to pronounce 
the absolutions of the body ascended the platform. 
They encircled the body. They raised the cross 
at the head of the dead prelate and read the office 
of absolution, the choir taking up the responses 
Among the high dignitaries of the church who took 
part in this office and in the other services were 
Arenbishop Williams, of Boston; Arehbishop Cor. 
rigan, of New-York; Bishep Becker, of Wilming- 
ton; Bishop Shanahan, of Harrisburg; Bishop Mul- 
len, of Erie; Bishop Elder, of Cincinnati; Bishop 
Keane, of Wheeling, West Va.: Bishop Watterson, 
of Columbus, Ohio; Bishop Wiggin, of Newark, 
and Bishop Farrell, of Trenton. Archbishop 
Gibbons, Primate of the Roman Catholic Cburch in 
America, pronounced the final absolution. Agrand 
procession was then formed in the centre aisle of 
the cathedral, headed by a cross-bearer, and he 
followed by acolytes, the monks, and chiefs of va- 
rious orders, the great body of the clergy, semina- 
rians and brotherheods, and finally the Bishops aud 
Archbishops, all moving to the musie of a funeral 
march played on the organ, The honorary pall- 
bearers moved in front of the remains, which were 
borne by 12 piests of the diocese. The funeral! cor- 
tége moved out and around the square into 
Eighteenth-street and through Summer-street, 
countermarching on Eighteenth-street and re-en- 
tering the cathedral by the main door. The body 
was then borne to the vault in the erypt near the 
altar, and finally was buried with the simplest cere 
emony. 








THE KNIGHYS OF LABOR. 





AN IMPORTANT CHANGE PROPOSED IN THY 
SYSTEM OF THE ORGANIZATION. 

PirtsBuRG, June 26.—For several days 
rumors have been current that at the next meet- 
ing of the General Assembly of the Knights of La- 
bor, which will be held in Cincinnati in August, 
the representatives of this district, which is the 
most important in the order, embracing 100 square 
miles of territory and 80 loeal assemblies, repre- 


senting as many different trades. will submit a 
proposition that the system of the organization be 
changed so that representatives of the different 
trades, instead of being massed into miscellaneous 
districts, be allowed to form districts in which 
only members of one trade will be eligible to mem- 
bership. The report was repeatedly dented by the 
officers of the order whose head-quarters are in 
this city, but it was confirmed this after- 
noon by one who is high in authority. 
The reason assigned py this gentleman for 
the change is that in this district, with 
its 80 assemblies, the representatives of some trade 
are always on strike, and others who derive no 
benefit are compelled to contribute to their sup- 
port. He says the change was proposed a year 
ago and was voted down, but that since then the 
feeling has beéome general that the order in its 
present shepe is unwieldy, and that a change is 
necessary to prevent it from going to pieces. He 
expressed no doubt that this change will be au- 
thorized. The announcement of this programme 
has caused considerable excitement, and by many 
it is predicted that the trade organization whese 
founders promised such woncerful things is on the 
verge of disintegration. The foundation of its 
strength, it is claimed, has been the principle that 
all trades should act together and support each 
other, and if that idea is repudiated there will be 
nothing to held workmen of different trades to- 
gether. 
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THE BUSINESS OUTLOOK IN TROY. 

Troy, June 26.—Interviews in the Troy 
Times with prominent manufacturers show that 
the collar, euff, and shirt trade is good, and an ex- 
cellent Fall business is expected. ‘It is thought that 
manufacturing will not relax materially until the 
Winter inventory. In the main business compares 


favorably with that of last year. Thelaundry pro- 
prietors say their business is certainly better than 
ever before. The stove trade is remarkably quict 
for this time of the year. There has been less bus- 
iness during the first half of the yearthan during the 
same poriod last year. The principal reason is that 
the retail trade is deterred from buying with the 
usual freedom on account of the decline in 
the price of iron, as the retailers are looking 
forward to a deeline in the price of stoves. If tne 
crops are good manufacturers see no reason why 
they should not have a good stove trade after next 
morth. The tron trade is unsatisfactory and the 
outlook bad. The works are atill manufacturing, 
but there is a heavy stock on the manufacturers’ 
bands. Business is unsettied; the consumers order 
only to meet immediate demands. As arale, trade 
was dull during January and February of this 
year, with the exeeption of the wholesaie lumber 
trade, amd even tnat was not so brisk as a year 
ago, but, on the whole, it was flourishing.

THE ALUMNI ELECT AN AN71-POT- 
TER TRUSTEE. 

A HARD-FOUGHT BATTLE ENDING IN THE 
ELECTION OF D. CC. ROBINSON—PROF. 
WEBSTER DISMISSED BY THE TRUSTEES. 

ScHENECTADY, N. Y., June 26,—After the 
herdest fought battle in the history of Union Col- 
lege, a majority of the members of the Alump! 

Assoolation voted to-day for Col. David C. Robin- 

inson, the anti-Potter candidate, for Alumni Trus- 

tee of the college, to succeed himself. The defeat- 
ed candidate was Judge Hooper C. Van Vorst. 
who was supported py the friends of President 

Potter. As was expected, the Alumni meeting was 

very large—so large that the little ckapel was 

packed almost to suffocation. Every graduate who 
pould be induced to come by either the Faculty or 
the President faction was onhand. Up tothe hour 
the meeting was calied to order it was believed 
that a heated factional debate would mar the har- 
mony of the proceedings, and many feared that 
unhappy personalities would find a place in the 
discussions. By good luck more than by good 
management, the debate turned on an entirely un- 
expected subject, and many unpleasant things 
which hot-headed politicians were prepared to say 
found no expression. After one of the older grad- 
uates had fervently prayed for divine assistance 


In leading bis brethren to right conclusions, the 
minutes of last year’s meeting were quietly read 
and adopted and the necrological report was taken 
up. This showed that 80 Alumni had cied during 
the college year. Contrary to the usual custom, 
no eulogies were pronounced upon any of theso 
men, the minds of those present being teo much 
pcoupied with the struggle between President 
Potter and his opponents. A committee to nomi- 
sate association offieers for the coming year was 
appvinted by President Danforth, and as it re- 
tired it was announced that *‘ unfinished business” 
‘waa in order, 

The venerable Prof. John Foster at once claimed 
the President's attention, and made a speech ear- 
nestiy pleading for harmony. He bad been in- 
formed, Prof. Foster said, that the Alumni had 
come together this year prepared to wrangle, 
snarl, bite one another, and engage in a general 
dog-fight. He had been ateacher in Union 47 
years, and had hoped by this time to see the insti- 
tution ona strong, solid basis and in the high po- 
sition she deserved. His wishes had not been 
gratified. Ee had seen the name of Union become 
a byword and a reproach inthe land and her 
honor trailed in the dust. Alumni were unwilling 
to send their suns where there was so much 
trouble. Was it necessarv, he asked, that such 
contention should be continued? Would it not be 
better to leave off strife andall werk tegeth- 
er for the college’s welfare? Prof Foster ear 
nestly advised all factions to eease quarrel- 
ing and to ailow the President to have a 
trial without any interference from any one. The 
country expected a dog-fight,and he did hope 
their expectations would not be realized. Prof. 
Foster’s speech was vigorously applauded by al 
the Alumni. Judge Danforth, who presided, im- 
mediately threw a firebrand into the gathering by 
saying that he held in his hand a copy of the char- 
ter of the association, which provided that gradu- 
ates of three years’ standing were entitled to vote 
for Trustees of the college if they had, or were 
entitled to have, the degree ef A. B.or A.M. It 
appeared to him, Judge Danforth said, that as 
Commencement did not ocour until to-morrow the 
ynembers of the Class of ’80 could not vote to-day. 
This ruling was contrary to the custom of the asso- 
ciation since its founding, and at once aroused in- 
tense opposition. It was known that nearly 20 

raduates of 1880 were in the meeting, and that all 

ut two or three were opposed to the President. 
The anti-Potter men denounced the novel ruling 
as a trick sprung upon them to cut off some of 
their votes, and a very lively discussion followed. 
Dr. Potter’s friends argued that the ruling was 
correct, and the opposition deelared that precedent 
and law both gave °80 a right to vote. While a 
dozen Alumni were taiking together, an anti-Pot- 
per man moved that all classes up to and including 

80 be allowed to yote. Jadge Danforth ruled the 

motion out of order on the ground that the in- 
Bpectors of election must decide that question. 
‘While the uproar was at its height, the Nominat- 
ing Committee reported in favor of re-electing 
most of the officers of the association, including 
Judge Danforth for President. A motion to adopt 
ithe report was made, ana there was a chorus of 
nays as well as yeas. A Givision was demanded 
pnd amid much confusion the motion wae declared 
adopted bya majority of 8. Then a Potter man 
moved to make the election of Judge Danforth 
nnanimous, and there was another chorus of 
poo. but the election was declared carried. 

he opposition to Judge Danforth was created on 
bhe spot, and was entirely due to bis rulings. 

This matter being disposed of, the Alumni took 
mp the cudgels again on the Class of ‘80 and 
wrangled until noon. Judge Danforth steadily 
ruled out all resolutions on the subject, and de- 
clined to put appeals from bis decisions. The 
Trustees sent in the appointments of A. P. Strong 
(Potter) and George R. Dorman and Albert Smith 
fanti-Potter) as inspeetors ef election, and, amid 
the greatest confusion, Harvey C. King nominated 
Judge Van Vorst for Trustee, and Luther R. Mareh 
pamed Col. Robinson. At 12 o’cloek the polls 
‘were opened and voting began by classes. George 
Curtis, of the Class of ‘20, cast the first ballot, vot- 
ing for Van Vorst. The voting went along rapidly 
~y quietly until a Potter man challeged a voter, 
jon the ground that he was a ctvil engineer and 
mot entitied to the degree of A. B.or A.M. The 
inspectors threw out the vote against the protests 
lof the President’s opponents, and the same was 
done in two other cases. Other engineers were 
mot challenged. When the Clase of ‘80 was 
reached, Inspectors Dorman and Smith voted to re- 
ceive their ballots, subject to review by the Regents 
ef the university, and 13 members voted. Then 
Inspector Strong presented a power of attorney 
puthorizing him to cast the ballots of 52 absent 

lumni fer Judge Van Vorst, Voting by prexy 
has never been allowed at Union, and the other 

nspectors refused to receive the ballots. Then 
the polls were elosed. Half an hour later the 
jteliers announced that 281 votes were cast, of 
rwhich 159 were for Robinsen and 122 were for Van 
iVorst. Robinson was declared elected, and the 
Potter party rushed through a motion to adjourn 
pine die. There was a general feeling of satisfac- 
tion that the eloquence of the faction leaders had 
been expended on the question of the right of 80 
ito vote, rather than upon the direct subject of 
eed Potter’s fitmess for bis position. The 
aculty’s friends, however, were disappointed in 
mot getting the report of the Alumni Trustees on 
the college finances before the assecistion, and 
they say the Potter men dared not allow it to be 
resented. The President’s supporters say that if 
t had been read its figures would have been 
phown to ve false. Both sides agree that the vote 
for Trustee, which was the largest ever thrown, 
hwas a square test of the strength of the President's 
friends and foes. The Potter party derives some 
omfort from the fact that the Potter vote was 
reer this year than last, but the figures also show 
an increase on the Faculty’s side. 

The result of to-day’s contest simply leaves the 
ficht between the Faculty and President wiere it 
fwas before. This was ajl the anti-Potter mea 

ould do, as Col. Robinson was an opponent of the 
atest Had Judge Van Vorst been elected 
the Potter party would have had a good working 
tnajority, and the Faeulty would have had to go 
to the wall. The Faculty, therefore, have won a 
poceey and they are happy. Their support came 

rgely from the young and middle-aged graduates. 

While the Alumni Association was in session in

UNOLE RUFUS GIVES POINTS. 





HIS VIEWS ON LARD AND GRAIN SORNERS 
AND AL80 ON THE 8TOCK MARKET. 

* Uncle’’ Rufus Hatch sat in his down-town 
office yesterday looking rosy and comfortable. He 
had just been figuring up his prospective profits on 
the Yellowstone Park hotel] venture, and the re- 
sult seemed to be satisfactory. It is on such oeca- 
sious that his philanthropy is apt to show itself 
and he becomes the most outspoken of men, anx- 
ious to share his * points” with the general public. 
A Tres reporter, seeing his opportunity, invaded 
tne privacy of Mr. Hatch’s office and proceeded to 


sbtain bis views. The outcome of the great 
opeculative “pools” in lard and grain was 
first touched upon. “‘I see in them,” said 
Mr. Hatch, “a far-reaching disaster to the agri- 
cultural and commereial interests ef this country. 
Every article that is raised from the soil or pro- 
duced by the manufacturer brings a value, and 
this value is regulated by the laws of supply and 
demand. 80 long as this is the case with any 
commodity the trade therein may be said to be 
in a muatural and healthy state. When corners are 
formed to buy,up and leck up lard, grain, cotton, 
and hogs, or any other article of @aily eonsump- 
tion or use, making them unnaturally soarce, the 
result must be injurious." 

Reporter—You refer, I take it, to the bad effeet 
upon the markets abroad as well as at home ? 

Mr. Hatch—Why, of eourse. Haven't the for- 
eigu consumers of the hog product een trying 
every possibie device to prevent the importation 
of American provisions? Now they will write 
columns and pages in the press of England and the 
Continent to show how our lard and beef are ail 
adulterated. If Fowler & Brothers have been 
adulterating their lard with tallow and other sub- 
stances, tuey have been acting as higowaymen and 
train robbers. So far as McGeoeh is concerned, I 
Gon’t know the gentleman, but he seems to be 
“long” of brass and “short” of judgment. 

Reporter—De you think it is possible to prevent 
speculation in grain and previsions—to prevent 
corners? t 

Mr. Hatch—Ne,I don’t think that any reguia- 
tion can be enacted that wil! prevent people from 
gambling. There are always idiets to be found 
who claim to know just how many bushels of 
wheat or corn there are iu the market and the 
right time to make a corner inthem. I have had 
over 25 years’ experience in general business 
and bave never seen but one successful corner— 
that was the “Harlem corner,” in 184-5. This 
forcing up of grain by fictitious means toa price 
at which it cannot be exported is wporg | to be 
very detrimental to this country—not on this crop 
nor On last year’s crop, but on future crops. The 
Englishman is building narrow gauge railways in 
the Indies, reaching into wheat-bearing distriets 
which surpass ours. During the Keene wheat deal, 
three years aco, wheat was hauled by ox- 
teams 200 miles to the sea-board. We have 
such immense tracts of good land and are 
developing them so rapidly that our aim 
should be to secure and retain all the 
foreign markets we ean for the great and in- 
creasing surplus predactions of cur own soil. 
Every season adds largely tothe area of cultiva- 
tion. Dakota has doubled her acreage of grain 
since last year, and 1884 will see 100 per cent, over 
1888, owing to the number of immigrants who 
have gone there. - This is equally true of Montana, 
Wyoming, Oregon, Idaho, and Washington Terri- 
tory. It is said that California will raise 60,000,000 
bushels of wheat this year. If so, 50,000,000 of it 
will go to Europe. It’s a fixed fact that no man 
need starve in this country if he works 10 hours a 
day. 

Reporter—How about the railroads aud the 
stock markets, Mr. Hatch? 

Mr. Hatch—! still believe what experience and 
observation have often caused me to remark— 
that, with our present system, the rich will grow 
richer and the poor poorer. [I don’t believe in the 
properties which can be paralieled for 40 to 60 
onthe dollar. Take the West and North-west. 
There a great improvement in property is going to 
take place, while east of Chicago it will be just 
the reverse. The Erie Road is now cempleted to 


Chicago, the Delaware and Lackawanna to 
Buffaio; the West Shore Road is about 
fiuished and will run trains, I wunder- 
stand, from Saratoga to Long Branch this 


Summer. They have 67-pound steel rails—the 
most improved equipment—stone ballast, no dust 
—and fixed charges less than $3,000,000 ayear. It 
will be opened to Buffalo next Winter. In addi- 
tien to these new roads and extensiens we have 
free canals six months in the year. So you see 
our facilities for doing business with the Western 
country are rapidly on the inerease. The Nerth- 
ern Paeiiie Railway will open in September from 
Duluth to the Paeitic Ocean, making a connecting 
link at the tunnel at Helena. Now, as the North- 
ern Pacific, St. Paul, and Erie Railroads all meet 
in same stations. you can take a Pullman car 
at Jersey City and arrive at the Pacifico Ocean 
over these three lines. The Grand Trunk from 
the West to Buffalo will have the Erie, Delaware 
and Lackawanna, and West Shore to reach New- 
York. To pay 8 per cent. on New-York Central 
Railroad and its fixed eharges, I think, is $12,500,000 
rannum. The investor should look earefully 
nto what his capital is invested in. Perhaps he 
has some securities which it would be better to 
sell and invest in other roads. The Northern Pa- 
cifie has a land grant whic: is an empire in itself 
and can never have any competition. It has no 
laud grant mortgage out. It is property that 
when fuily developed oan raise 100,000,000 bushels 
of grain per annum—not only can, but will. The 
best class of immigrants are oing there 
to-day from Michigan, England. Norway, 
Sweden, Scandinavia, and our own New-England. 
I stated some four years ago that North-west com- 
mon would pass New-York Central in four years. 
It passed it in three, and is now selling 12 or 15 per 
cent. higher than New-York Central. I now make 
this prediction: Nortbern Pacifie common passes 
‘ew-York Central inside of three years. This is 
roy all * corners’’ and * cliques.” I think Iam 
quite familiar with the resources and capabilities 
of the West and North-west. Horace Greeley said 
30 years ago, “ Move your family West.” He 
knew not at the time the full importance of the 
remark any more than Ben Franklin knew when 
he said, ** Honesty is the best policy.’’ There are to- 
day from 50,000 to 200,000 people in each of our 
large eitiesfthat would do themselves and their 
families good, and their frierds also, if they shoula 
go to work in the North-west and become inde- 
pendent and rich people inthe end. We have one 
very weak spet in our finances, and that is the sil- 
ver on deposit in this Government—$143.000,000. 
So long as trade is im our favor this is all right; but 
whenever it comes to the inbabitants of gland 
finding their own food to fill their empty stomaehs 
ané ceasing to buy of us, and the balance of trade 
rans against us, then will come the test of our dis- 
orepaneies of gold and silver compared with other 
nations that we deal with. This may be months or 
years off, hut come it must. 
Reporter—Why are you a bull on the market ua- 


. der all these circumstances? 


Mr. Hatoh—I am w conditionai bull. My reasons 
for not being a bear are the prices that prevailed 
in 1881 do not prevail to-day. I will give you a few 
instances. Iam content that the country is far 
better off now than it was then. ‘The “ Garfieid 
boom” was of short duration. This was not only 
physically but financially true. I call your atten- 
tion to some prices that prevailed in 1881: Bar- 
lington and Quiney, 193; Rock Island, 155; North- 
west, 150; preferred, 173; St. Paul, 198; Lake 
Shore, 140; New-York Central, 156. The latter 
two stocks are very much too high, J think; 10 to 
20 per cent. too high. I predicted in 1881, 
if you will refer to Tur Nixw-YorK Tres 
of June and Aug. 8, that all of this would eome to 
pess. I wrote many articles on this very —. 
It bas all come. and it is possibile that it has al) not 
ended yet. But it is pretty near hard-panon many 
securities. Please remember that Wabash pre- 
ferred is not selling at 96, Unien Pacific not selling 
at 132, nor Central Pacific 102. Denver is not 112. 
There is no Hannibal and 8t. Jo corner going on 
at the present time. Mr. Hutchinson is pot a 
member of the New-York Stock Exchange. Per- 
haps he is and perhaps heisnot. Then, aggin, 
steel rails are not selling at $60 to $65, but nearer 
$28 avd $40, and pig-iron at $20 instead of $40 per 
ten. There is, perhaps, some more ‘scaling’ to 
be done, but, taking them allin ail, things cener- 
ally look to be much more cheerful and eneourag- 
ing than they did three er four years ago. 


LOSSES BY FIRE.

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DISCIPLINE AT THE CAMP 


HOW THE SEVENTH MANAGES TO 
PASS 7HE DAY. 

SOME IDEA OF TBE GUARD DUTY—A VISIT 
FROM THE VETERANS—BASE-BALL, BOX- 
ING, AND 6SINGING. 

Srate Camp or INSTRUCTION, PEEKSKILL, 
June 26.—From the low brick railway station un- 
der the hill by the river-side at Peekskill the white 
tents of the State Camp look delightfully cool and 
refreshing. By the road which winds over the 
hill past the hamlet of Annsville ana enters the 
camp from the rear the distance is four miles, but 
the usual walk, down the dusty road which follows 
the riverbank and leads to the ferry landing short- 
ens it to one quarter of a mile. But in spite of this, 
the trip from the cars to the camp {fs difficult and 
beset with annoyances which would make a ner- 
vous man ill to contemplate. Through the outside 
windows of the gentlemen's waiting-roem in the 
station at each fresh arrival appear from 
five to a dozen faces, and others unable to 
break into the line peer through the chinks 
between the shou ders of the ones in front, and a 
score of voices beg and cajole, flatter and threaten, 
implore and bully the unfortunate passenger to 
hire a cab, a carriage, a hack, or a stage to ride 
this miserable, hot, dusty quarter of amile. All 
the reasons known to a truant schoolboy are em- 
ployed to secure a fare. The other day a New- 
York clergyman was told by one broad-shouldered 
Jehu,who showed a lamentable lack of tact, to say 


the least, that if he wanted to stop in a saloon he 
would wait outside for him. Another offered to 
bring him a glass of beer in the carriage and save 
him the trouble of alighting. It is needless to add 
that both offers were refueed. When this imfor- 
tunate gantiet has been run the passenger con- 
tulates himself ov his escape, and starts out on 
is walk with renewed energy. Immediately the 
bend in the road ie turned, he is aceosted by a 
crowd of ticket venders, representing more boats 
than there are on the whole Hariem River, who 
pounce upon the half-roasted and thoroughly tired 
———> until, in sheer desperation, he buys the 
rst pasteboard he sees. 

After crossing the creek in a row-boat, and 
climbing the long flight of steps, a new danger is 
confronted. Directly in front of the landing stand 
two sentinels with crossed bayonets, which are 
parted to admit the visitors. On either side of the 
camp as far as one oan see are the sentries pacing 
up and down. The camp is so thoroughly 
patroled that it is practically impossible 
for an outsider to gain admission after 
night. So admirable is the system that 
the regiment has been able to dispense with the 
customary provost guard. Tbe guards are changed 
every 12 hours and each one is relieved three times 
during his day or nicht of service, It often hap- 
pens that some puzzling problems arise in guard 
duty which the young sentry finds it difficult to 
solve. Last night three men, one ot whom was 
the Corporal of the Guard, approached a sentry 
from datfferent directions, something which seldom 
happens. He ealled to one to halt, and, pressing 
his bayonet against his watch charm. called for the 
countersign. In the meantime the other was pass- 
ing in his rear. The Corporal then interfered: 
**Why don’t you halt that other man?” he asked. 

* Halt,” shouted the guard, keeping his bayonet 
in the same position. 

“ There he goes,” said the Corporal, “and you 
omer and see him pass. Is that doing your 

uty 

**Tean't ae it.”” explained the sentry. *‘I can’t 
keep my eyes in every direction at once and I have 
only one gun.” 

The fauit was excused, but if it had been In time 
of war the emergency would have been promptly 
met. The guard would have shot the man who 
disobeyed his order and kept the others at bay 
with his bayonet. Notwithstanding the fact that 
the rifies are not loaded, the villagers have a lively 
respect for the sentries, and a command to halt is 
usually promptly obeyed. In several instances 
the challenged rastie has taken to his heels and 
dashed over the side of the hillat the imminent 
risk of breaking his neck. From midnight till 
reveille the guards have the entire eamp to them- 
selves, and their calls of ‘All's well’ passing 
——— the line from sentry to sentry are beard 

ourly.

Nettleton’s present trouble recalls a curious per- 
formance of his a few yearsago. Without having 
any capital he leased a hotel at Long Branch, 
partly refurnished it, and engaged a large force of 
servants, his female servants alone numbering 
about 60. The hotel did a flourishing business for 
about two weeks, the current bills, as well as the 
furniture bilis, being al] this time unpaid. At 
length, five or more Sheriffs, representing as many 
creditors, made a simultaneous raid on the prem- 
ises with writs of attachment. Nettleton seeured 
the doors against them and then assembling his 


servant girls told them that the officers 
were up to a plan which would _ re- 
sult in depriving them of their wages. 


At his suggestion the whole body of females at- 
tacked the officers to drive them away. A fieree 
and prolenged combat was the result. When hos- 
tilities ceased Nettleton was not to be found, he 
having improved the chance to make his escape 
by a convenient back door. As he did not 
again appear in that iocality the creditors, in- 
cluding the servants, had to be content with 
what they could find, which was practically noth- 
ing. Nettleton carried on for some time the bus!- 
ness of a colleeting agent in this city. and earned 
a reputation for practices closely bordering upon 
dishonesty. The obtaining of ‘snap’? judgments 
against mechanics on claims assigned to him was 
one of his methods of getting a living. The 
nuisance finally reached such proportions that J. 
B. Sargent and other prominent manufa¢turers 
made strenuous efforts to get the State Legisla- 
ture to change the present factorizing law for one 
more liberal to the working men, 

Nettleton says that, unlike most of the other 
men employed by Langley, he invested nothing in 
the concern in consideration of being given bis sit- 
uation. The company owed him abdont $1,000 for 
wages when heleftit. He pretendsto have known 
nothing of the peculiar methods emplored in 
running the institution, and we he believes that

PREPARATIONS FOR THE CONTEST OF THE 
FRESHMEN TO-DAY COMPLETE. 

New-Lonpon, June 26.—Everything is in 
readiness for the Harvard-Columbia Freshmen con- 
test to-morrow afternoon at5o’clock.

THE SPREAD OF SMALL-POX. 

Norwicx, June 26.—Many years ago the 
small-pox broke out in a populous tenement- 
houee in the Greeneville district of this city. There 
were several deaths. Afterthe disappearance of 
the disease the house was thoroughly fumigated, 
and allinfected furniture and clothing were de- 
stroyed. No other cases appeared in the tene- 


ment, in which 15 families are now quartered, un- 
tila week ortworgo. Robert D. Seott, a Greene- 
ville blacksmith, and one of the tenants, in mak- 
ing improvements in his room, tore off the old 
paper which was on the walls at the time of the 
smali-pox scourge, and put on new paper. Within 
a day or two he was stricken down with confinent 
small-pox. and he died in the pest-house. The 
house was again fumigated, and all the people in it 
were vaccinated. Last week two of Mr. Scott's 
children were attacked with smail-pox. One was 
buried at midnight on Satarday. On the same day 
two children named Muliady and Connell were at- 
tacked with the disease in a tenement at the Fails, 
two miles distant jfrom Greeneville, and near 
the heart of the sity. They were removed to the 
new pest-house, which was built by the Health 
Board on Sunday. There has been one other deat 
from smell-pox this year, that of a young lady,, 
Greenevilie, early in the Spring. It'was a sporad 
case, the disease being in the Cheisea 
vaper-mill from Italian rags. There is much ex- 
eltement here over the spread of the disease, and 
it is probable that a town meeting will be called 


soon to take action.

QENTLENMAN GOING TO Baty daphne 
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ENFORCED EMIGRATION 


THE ATTITUDE OF THE IRISH NA- 
TIONAL LEAGUE. 
PRESIDENT SULLIVAN DENOUNCING THE 
SENDING OF PAUPER IRISH AWAY FROM 

THEIR OWN LAND. 

CuHicaeo, June 26.—Alexander Sullivan, 
President of the Irish National League, ret:rned to 
Chicago to-day. He was asked: “ Are not the offi- 
cers of the League and those who accompanied 
them to the President liable to be mistnderstood 
and accused of inconsisteney in their oppos‘tion 
to immigration?” 

“ They can be misunderstood only by thzse who 
want to misunderstand them. They are not op- 
posed to immigration. They are opposed to en- 
ferced emigration from Ireland. In the address to 
the President this language was used: ‘It was not 
intended to cast reproach upon the unfortunate 
victims of these causes,nor to discourage yolun- 
tary immigration.’”’ 

“In what respect does it affect either the emi- 
grants or the United States whether the come vol- 
untarily or are forced to come?” 

‘““In every respect. The people who come of 
their own accord come with a fixed purpose and a 
fixed determination. They come asa result of in- 


vestigation and preparation. A very large propor- 
tion of them come to friends or relatives whe have 
urged them to come, and who, upon their arrival, 
either have employment secured for them or 
means to care for them until they get employment. 
Yhey are not humiliated by having to ask or re- 
ceive charity. The 73 people reported by Mr. 
Smith, of Cleveland, will illustrate. Those unfor- 
tunate people were on the streets of Cleveland. 
The whoie party had only $2. ‘hey were heipiess, 
Among strangers, and without any idea where to go 
orhowtotarn for a livelihood. If they had come 
of their own choice, they wou:d have met friends 
and advisers. Their honest poverty would have 
been known only to themselves and triends. They 
would not have had the suffering and humiliation 
they had to bear, coming penniless and friendless 
and by force rather than by choice. Above all 
that is the fact that the people of Ireland have a 
right to live on their own soil. They should not be 
driven from it to make room for English cattle. 
If they want to come here they will not only not 
be opposed, but they will be welcomed. But the 
Government which overtaxes, robs them, and re- 
duces them to want should be compelled to spend 
the taxes extorted from Ireland in caring for the 
people of Ireland.” 

**Had not the wealth of many of the delegation 
something to do with their opposition to immi- 
gration?” 

“Not atall. Messrs. Kelly, Hcguet and Lynch 
are actively connected with an immigration so- 
ciety. They give pow, as they have given for 
years past, their personal attention and their 
means to secure the comfort, prosperity, 
and humane treatment vf their countrymen 
who come to this couttry. They object 
to the inhumanity of robbing a _ people 
and then compelling them to leave their own land 
and go unaidedsamong strangers in a strance 
land. If the peopleswanted tg come not ove of 
the delegation would be opposed to their coming. 
These gentlemen have had cases breught to their 
attentien like those reporied by Mr. Reynolds. of 
New-Haven. Mr. Reynolds said 18 poor people 
arrived there. Of that number only five were 
able to work. Nearly all the others were aged 
and infirm. Now, if the five young, industrious, 
active men came freely, they would have left 
their aged relations in Kindly hands at 
home until they had secured roofs in this country 
under which to shelter them. Young Irishmen do 
vot voluntarily bring their aged relatives into ex- 
posure and humiliation. As soon as they ean they 
either send them part of their earnings to sapport 
them in Ireland, or bring theni to share their 
homes in the New World. All the facts show that 
the emigration protested against is compulsory. 
Hence the objection to it. No, there is no obdjec- 
tion on the part of any man in that delegation, as 
there was not on the part of any man in the Phila- 
delphia Convention, to voluntary immigration. 
Why, Mr. John Fitzgerald, of Lincoln, Neb., of the 
Gelegation, has paid the entire expenses of bring- 
jng more than two score families to the lands of 
the West from Ireland. They wanted to come. 
They came tofriends. They were not thrown on 
the streets penniless and friendless. Yet Mr. Fitz- 
gerald is one of the strongest opponents of en- 
forced emigration.”’ 

* What do you think has been accomplished by 
the visit to the President?” 

“The attention of the Government—of the 
world, 1 might say—has been called to the out- 
rage. Groater vigilance will be exercised by the 
authorities in exposing the cruelty of England’s 
policy. It has been made apparent that because 
they succeed in this country men with Irish blood 
in their veins do not lose interest in their country- 
men. Every maninthe delegation declared him- 
self a hearty supporter of Mr. Parnell, and the 
great commercial centres of this country, where 
the delegates are so well known, will understand 
that such men would not neglect their business 
and give their sanction to a movement unless it 
was patriotie, just, and humane. That the visit to 
the President has done good there can be no 
doubt. President Arthur made many friends in 
the delegation. Heshowed that the subject had 
received his attentior, and every man in the dele- 
gation left the White House firmly believing that 
the President would cause the whole subject to 
be fully and fairly investigated; that he wou'd 
cause existing laws to be enforced, and that he 
would reeommend to Congress such additional 
legislation as official investigation would prove 
necessary.”

EMPTYING IRISH 

FINDING MORE OF THE “‘ ASSISTED’’ 
GRANTS FROM IRELAND. 

Several more assisted immigrants were dis- 
sovered yesterday at Castile Garden. Michael 
Walsh, who arrived last Sunday on the Spain, with 
his wife and child, states that he was an inmate 
of the work-house at Tralee six years. John sulli- 
van, the master of the work-house, asked him if he 
would go to America. He told the master that he 
bad some relatives in Chicago whom he would like 
to join. He and his family were sent, with a large 
oumber of other inmates of the work-house, to 


Queenstown. One ticket, which was made out to 
answer for the whole lot, was given to Lawrence 
Shehan, one of the immigrants. Walsh said that 
he believed that there were at least 35 paupers sent 
out with him, but he was not positive as to the ex- 
actnumber. At Queenstown he received a cheek 
for £2 12s. from Agent Quinlan, of the National 
Line, who assured him that on his arrival here 
he would be sent to Chicago free of charge. 
Walsh said that he had been in active serviee in 
the British Army for 15 years, and had been on re- 
serve duty for 8 years. He still regarded himself 
as belonging to the Second Battalion of the Twen- 
tieth Regiment of British infantry of the line, He 
said that he had served the British Government in 
many parts of the world. Neal Loque applied for 
assistance at Castie Garden yesterday. He said 
that he arrived here with his wife and five children 
on June 2 by the Anchor steam-ship Bolivia. He 
applied to William Reid, Chairman of the Union, in 
County Donegal, and asked for free passage to 
New-York. He was given tickets for himself and 
tamily and an order for £3... Upon his arrival here 
Loque went todkis- brother Michael. who lives at 
Washington. Conga. He staid two weeks with his 
brother, who was unable to find employment for 
him, but paid his passage to New-York. He and 
his family are now entirely destitute. 

The following assisted immigrants, who came by 
the Spain, made affidavits yesterday: Cornelius 
Shea, wife,and nine children received £9: Mary 
Murpby, husband, and two children, received £3 
108.; Mary Tehan received £3 18s. All of these 
persons said that they were called upon by tne 
relieving officers of the Poor Guardians, who pro- 
posed that they should goto America. About 200 
assisted immigrants were in the Garden yesterday. 
They did not appear to very good advantage. The 
children leoked dirty and negiected. Many of the 
others who have left the Garden will, it is expect- 
ed, return. Allof the people who admitted hay- 
ing been in the work-house in Ireland have been 
forbidden to leave the Garden. The others are 
being kept, pending the decision of the Collector 
of the Port, who, in turn, is awaiting instructions 
from Washington.

A NOTED SNEAK 7HIBF.

THE ARREST OF RUFUS MINOR AND STORY OF 
HIS ALLEGED CRIMES. 
Inspector Byrnes and Detective Sergeant 
Handy made what they claim to be an important 


arrest at Broadway and Twenty-sevonth-street | 
on Monday night. The person takeu into onstody | 


was Rufus Minor, alias Charlies Rogers, alias Wil- 
liam Pine, a man whom bis captors say is one of 
the most expert sneak thieves in the oountry. 
There is evidence against Minor more or less 
strong in dozens of cases, but tke particniar 
ebarge upon which they expct to secure his con- 
vietion conneets him directly with the rob- 
bery of $12,000 worth of bonds of the Columbus 
and Greenville Railroad Company. The robbery 
Was committed in the Cashier's room of the Bank 


of Baltimore on Sept. 25, 1882. A clerk employed 
by Wilson Colston & Co., brokers, No. 134 West 
Baltimore-street, was cutting the coupons from 
the bonds when two men entered the bank. 
While one of them engaged the attention of the 
clerk in conversation the otber seized the pack- 
age of bonds, and both then fled from the bank. 
Minor is said to be the man who took the 
bonds. The police believe that he was 
concerned in the robbery of the Brook- 
lyn Post Office last February, when $3,000 
in bills were stolen, and also as_ principal 
in the rebbery on the Ist of May last of $4,000, oen- 
tained in pay envelopes, from the Providence Gas 
Company. In March last $71,000 iz bonds of the 
Peoples’ Passenger Railroad Company. of Phila- 
delphia, were stolen from the office of the Guaran- 
tee Trust and Safe Deposit Company. Minor and 
George E. Carson, another well-known bank 
sneak thief. were supposed to bave been the 
perpetrators of the robbery. Carson was arrested, 
but as the bonds were returnd intact, the parties 
interested refused to proseeute, and he was 
discharged. The robbery of $3,800 from 
the safe of Mr. Rufus Rose, an _ insu- 
rance agent, in Albany, which eccurred on 
January 20 iast is alse set down to Minor’s credit 
by the police. The Middletown Bank robbery 
was, the police claim, planned and in part executed 
by Minor, George Carson, and Johnny Jourdan. 
Jourdan and Carson were arrested. The latter 
was tried in Middletown, and a disagreement was 
produced by 11 obstinate men. The amount of 
money taken was $64,000,and the thieves were 
well supplied with the means of securing legal 
“talent.” Jeurdan, who was sick when arrested, 
was taken to Bellevue Hospital, and managed to 
escape from that institution. Minor, the most 
adroit of the thieves, sueceeded in escaping arrest 
until Monday night. The prisoner was taken to 
Jefferson Market Police Court yesterday and re- 
manded to await the arrival of an officer from Bal- 
timore with the neeessary evidence to connect 
him with the robbery in the Baltimore Bank.

A HOUSEHOLD BEREAVED OF ONE OF ITS 
MOST USEFUL MEMBERS. 

The pleasant home of Mr. Robert H. Riley, 
in Flatbush, Long Island, nestling romantically 
where the leafy trees of Clarkson-street form a 
verdant angle with the great elms of Irving-place, 
was bereft on Saturday by the loss of an honored 
member whose piety as well as his inteileetual at- 
tainments had endeared him to the entire commu- 
nity. The missing one is none other than a gray 
African parrot, whose life has been a shining ilius- 
tration of the old maxim, to which there are more 
exceptions than instancos,to wit: ‘‘Train up a 
child in the way he should go, and when he is old 
he will not depart from it.”” He had none of the 
vicious habits which exclude most ‘parrots from 
polite society. He never used the word dam un- 
less he referred to mill property, and never 
groaned: “Oh, Lord, how long!’ during family 
prayer; for, having been brought up, ad ovo, by 
Miss Riley, amid refined associations, his language 
and conduct was undeviatingiy eultured and 
propers. His attainments, however. were extraor- 
dinary, untainted though they were with an inter- 
esting wickedness. He knew the names of all the 
family and of the servants, and invariably ad- 
dressed them correctly. When the butcher drove 
his cart to the back door in the morn- 
ing the parrot very properly broke up any 
flirtation between that person and the cook, by 
simulating the latter’s voice and screaming: “ Mrs. 
Riley ! Mrs. Hi-ley! the buteher!” But should the 
cook eall from regions below to announce that 
functiona’y’s presence, the parrot complicated 
matters in a good-natured way by replying in Mra. 
Riley’s voiee: “All right. [ll come down pres- 
ently.”’” He further made things occasionally inter- 
esting for the servants by rousing them at4o’clock 
in the morning with a basso-profundo “Get up! 
Seven o'clock!” He was also a useful fowl, for 
should any of Mr. Riley’s four dogs come into the ; 
parlor with muddy feet, the parrot assumed Mr. 
Riley’s tones and yelled: ‘“‘Get out, you nasty 
brute, or I'll take you by the nape of the neck and 
earry you out,”’ and when the baby woke up and 
began to cry, the parrot shouted: ** Baby’s crying.” 
He had few bad habits. The worst of which was 
that he persisted in singing ‘‘Over the Garden 
Wai!” long after “‘Only a Pansy Blossom” became 
popular. He also whistled several airs correctly 
from “Il Trovatore,”’ but often said that he con- 
sidered Wagner's music that of the future. 

The parrot left home on Saturday evening, the 
window and his cage having been careleasly left 
open, and was seen since then going eastward. 
He was dressed in a suit of gray with red tail 
feathers, and Miss Riley further describes him as 
having “ affectionate features anda laughing eye.”’ 
Any one meeting such a bird will be handsomely 
remunerated upon returning him, for he was a 
great pet of an invalid young lady. If this should 
come to his eye he may feel assured, upon the per- 
sonal responsibility of the writer, that if he re- 
turns all will be forgiven, and that his advent will 
result fataily to the fattea calf.

THE COLLISION WITH THE RADZA. 
Charles Stryker, the sailing master of Pierro 
Lorillard’s yacht Radha, which was run into by the 
ferry-boat Jersey City, Saturday night, made his 
report to the Steam-boat Inspectors yesterday. In 
this report Stryker says: ‘On June 23, at 10:10 P. 


M., I was coming up the North River and running 
at the rate of 12 miles an hour, including the force 
of the flood tide. Isaw a ferry-boat crossing the 
river. She gave two whisties, which I anewered, 
and passed 200 feet under her stern. The moment 
I cleared her I saw another ferry-boat coming 
see both her lights. She was about one-eighth of 
a mile awsy. I immediately blew two whistles 
and turned the helm to starboard, while her lights 
were is full view. She did not answer, but shortiy 
after closed her starboard light and showed 
her port light. I blew two more whisties 


and still kept the yacht’s helm to star- 


board. The ferry-boat made no answer. 
I blew a third time two whistles, but still received 
no answer. There was an interval of a minute 
between my first whistles, and the same time be- 
tween the second ana third. We were three 
lengths from the ferry-boat when I blew for the 
third time. 1 then gave the engineer bel!s to stop, 
andthe yacht was stopped when the ferry-boat 
struck her. I blew for a fourth time just before 
the collision took place. Our course was north- 
west and that of the ferry-boat about west-north- 


west. I neither heard any whistles from the ferry- 


rigging, and crushed the rail stanchions and side 

of the deck-house. The collision took place off 

Allisson’s dock. Our lights were burning brightly.”

THR SUIT AGAINST GARRISON. 
James Baker, formerly general attorney of 
the Atlantic and Pacific and Missouri Pacific Roads, 
testified yesterday in the suit of Peter Marié and 
others against Commodore Garrison, to the issue 


of $800,000 in bonds to pay a debt and to build the 
Carondelet Branch. There was alarge amount of 
liabilities of the Missouri Pacifie, amounting to 
about $600.000, arising after the lease was made, 
for which the Atlantic and Pacific became bound. 
Part of this debt was represented by notes for 
which the Missouri Pucifie was liable. None of 
these notes was secured by bonds, but many bonds 
were held in hypothecation as collateral to notes 
and bills.

Commodore 
Garrison also got possession of a stoek-yard in 
Kansas,owned by the company, by means of a 
judgment in favor of his clerk.

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ELK VATED ROAD QUABRRELS. 
—_——_———— 
JUDGES LAWRENCE REFUGES TO TAKE A 
BOND AND VAGATE AN INJUNCTION. 


Judge Lawrence yesterday, in Supreme 
Ceurt, Chambers, denied the motion to dissolve 
the iejunction restraining tke enforcement of the 
merger agreement on the giving by the Manhattan 
Railway Company of a bond to indemnify the 
Metropohtan Elevated Raiiroad Company for any 
damages it suffers through the doing of the acts it 
obtained the injunction to restrain. In the first 
place, Judge Lawrence declared that satisfactory 
evidence had not been given him that irrepsra- 
ble harm would not be done to the interests of 
the Metropolitan Company by the dissolution 
of the injunction. By the carrying out of the 
merger agreement, he said, the Metropolitan Com- 
paay might become absorbed by the Manhattan, 
and he could net see how such an obliteration 
eould be compensated for by money. His main 
reasons for deanying the motion, however, were 
that the Legistature had not intended a bond to be 
taken in place of an injunction exeept by the 
Judge by whom the merits were heard and prior 
to his decision on them; and also tnat the Legis- 
lature did not intend that a bond should 
he accepted in piace of an injunotion restraining 
the carrying out of an agreement that the court 
has declared to be nuil and veid. “ The effect of 
vacating this injuaction,” Judge Lawrenee said, 
“would be to enable the defendant to carry out 
an agreement which the court has said isa nullity 
—in other words, validate an alleged contract 
which the court has said is an invalid contract. It 
is said that as there has been no trial of this action 
the decision in question was a mere expression of 
opinion on the part of the Justice who rendered it. 
It was a decision made after hearing both parties, 
and it remains unreversed and is binding upon me, 
sitting at Chambers or Special Term.” 

The Executive Committee of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Manbattan Railway Company met at 
the company’s offices, No. 71 Broadway, yesterday 
afternoon. After a short diecussion a resolution 
was passed instructing the company's counsel to 
bring suit against tue stockholders of the Metro- 
politan Elevated Railroad Company for the return 
of the $6,500,000 of Manhattan stock which was is- 
sued to them in 1879, when the Manhattan Compa- 
ny leased the property of the Metropolitan ana 
New-York Companies. The ostensible ground on 
which this suit is to-be brought is that, under re- 
eent decisions of the courts,no company has a 
right to issue stock unless it has the full equivalent 
of the stock in property. A Director of the Man- 
hattan Company, who declined to permit his name 
to be printed, said yesterday that he did not be- 
Seve it was the intention of that company to press 
this suit against the Metropolitan stockholders. 
“This suit,” said he with a wink, * was merely or- 
dered to show the Kneeland crowd that if they 
want to keep up the fight we are willing to give 
them a cbance.”’ Mr. S. H. Kneeland, the leading 
stockholder of the Metropolitan Elevated Railroad 
Company, was asked last evening what he thought 
of this latest move on the part of tho Manhattan 
Railway people. “I have no personal knowledge 
that a suit is to be brought for the recovery of the 
$6,500,000 of Manhattan stock,” said he, ** although 
I bave been teld of the alleged action of the Man- 
hattan Railway Company's Exeeutive Committee 
to-day. Such a suit as is proposed would be 
ridiculous. It would amount to nothing more 
than to cause another embarrassing de- 
lay in the final settlement of the question 
as to whether the Metropolitan stockholders are to 
have possession of their own property. It Is all 
nonsense for the Manhattan Directors to sue us for 
$6,500,000 of the stock issued by the Manhattan 
Railway Company. We never had asingle share 
of that stock, and the Metropolitan Company never 
reesived any of it. It was originally issued to 
John Baird as Trustee and by him turned over to 
the New-York Loan and Improvement Company, 
which sold it on the market and put the proceeds 
in its treasury, where it is now, uniess it has spent 
it. The Manhattan people have not the slightest 
gronnd upon which to base such a suit as I under- 
stand they propose to brio.” 


FOR ASSAULTING AN OFFICER. 


RECORDER SMYTH’S TESTIMONY TO ACT- 
ING SERGEANT DELANEY’S BRAVERY. 
James Cooney, alias ‘‘Big Jim,” was on 
trial yesterday in the Court of General Sessions, 
before Recorder Smyth, for interfering with Act- 
ing Sergeant Delaney, of the Tombs Police Court 
squad, while that officer was making an arrest on 
Jan. 2,in Andy Kelly's saloon, at No. 144 Hester- 
street. Welaney testified he went to the above ad- 


dress with a warrant for John Dunn, and while 
looking for his man was assauited with a pistol by 
a man named Pat McGowan. Delaney asked 
Cooney to help him, and the latter responded by 
seizing the officer and trying to push him down 
stairs. Delaney soon went after McGowan, who 
ran out of the building and caught hold of him, 
when Cooney rushed up and pushed the officer 
away from the carriage into whieh the fugi- 
tive had leaped, at the same time threatening 
Delaney’s life. Cooney told the driver to go 
ahead. Delaney followed, when McGowan pointed 
a pistol through the back window of the carriage 
and fired. ‘ihe ball entered the officer’s eye. 
Delaney said he then fired twice before he himself 
fell, killing McGowan. John Murphy, the driver 
of the coach, corroborated Delaney, and Officer 
Richardson testified that he heard Cooney say 
after the shooting that he woula ‘get square with 
that —— if it took 10 years to do it.”” Cooney tes- 
tified in bis own defense that he was trying to 
assist Delaney, and was not interfering with him 
in making anarrest. The jury convicted the pris- 
oner, and Recorder Smyth said, in passing sen- 
tence, that the law considered it necessary to pun- 
ish essaults on policemen more severely than upon 
private citizens, and in the ease before him the offi- 
cer had displayed admirable coolness and patience 
and greatcourage. He went to the top floor of a 
building inhabited by desperate men, and was sur- 
rounded by armed desperadoes, who thought little 
ef human life. The Recorder considered thata 
most atrocious and unprovoked assault had been 
committed upon a gallant officer, who would carry 
the marks to his grave. As a warning to other 
desperate men, he thought the punishment ougbt 
to be as severe as the law permitted. He sen- 
tenced Cooney to five years’ imprisonment in State 
prison and to pay $1,000 fine, to stand committed a 
day foreach dollar. Assistant District Attorney 
O’Byrne will bring Delaney’s case before the Police 
Commissioners, with a view to that officer’s promo- 
tion. 


A FREIGHT CAR ROBBER CAUGHT. 


TRACING THE MEN WHO HAVE &sTOLEN 
FROM PENNSYLVANIA ROAD CARS. 

Large quantities of valuable goods have 
been stolen recently from the freight oars of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company after leaving the 
station at Jersey City. The thieves were evidently 
concealed in the ears, and while they were in mo- 
tion would force open the doors and throw out 
whole eases of goods, which would be picked up 
eoufederates. Among the goods stolen was a case 
of imported silk, such as is used by umbrella-mak- 


ers. The aid of ;the New-York police being asked, 
Detective Sergeants Frink and Crowley soon 
found that F. A. Macy & Co,, umbrella-makers, 
of No. 327 Broadway, had bought 10 pieees 
of the stolen silk from a broker named Keeler. 
Keeler had purchased the goods at the auction- 
house of Topping & Co., at Broadway and White- 
street. The books ot Topping & Co. showed tbat 
the silk had been sent to them by a man wbo gave 
his name as Henry Howard. who claimed to be a 
‘‘jobber” at No. 122 Greene-street. No. 122 
Greene-street is a liquor store, and Howard was 
not known about the place. There was a balance 
of $700 due him, and when, at noon yesterday, he 
called for his money be was arrested. Detec- 
tive Francis, who is in the employ of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, identified Howard as 
Frank Moore, who had been suspected of eom- 
plicity in the robberies, and whose two ccnfed- 
erates were arrested in Jersey City on Monday. 
Moore, alias Heward, was arraigned before Jus- 
tice Gardner, at the Essex Market Police Court, 
and was remanded to the custody of the police to 
await the arrival of a requisition from the Goy- 
ernor of New-Jersey.

It is over the signature of Lottie Chis- 
bolm, and read as follows: ‘As my husband, 
Jobn Chisholm, who has been in jail for non-sup- 
port of bis family,,is desirous of getting out and 
eannot givea bond as required, and as he has made 
such promises to do right, I have no objection to 
his being discharged without a bond in order to 
give bim a trial and see what he wili do.” Assoon 
as he had been released from imprisonment at the 
wife’s request, he sought herand beat her brutally, 
and it was because she complained against him for 
that assault that he finally murdered her. 

Counselor Abner . who is to defend Chis- 
holm, appeared before Judge McCarter yesterday 
and asked that bench warrants be issued for the 
arrest of several witnesses for the defense, who, 
he feared, would not be on hand when required 
The warrants were issued. The inquest on the re- 
mains was begun by Cerener Hagan yesterday 
afternoon.

WORK OF THE GRAND JURY. 


A PRESENTMENT WHICH COMMENDS THE 
CONDITION OF THE PUBLIC IMSTITUTIONS. 
The Grand Jury, during the June term, have 

acted upon 260 complaints, finding 226 indictments, 

and in a presentment yesterday stated that a com- 
mittee was appointed on the 13th inst. to wait on 
the Controller and ascertain on what day it would 
be convenient to have the Grand Jury begin their 
investigation of his office as requested by him in his 
letter of June 4. In view of the fact that the com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen were stil! investi- 
gating the affairs of his office, the Controller sug- 
gested that the Grand Jury should at least post- 
pone the beginning of their investigation until June 

21, on the supposition that the Aldermanic com- 

mittee would probably by that time have con- 

claded their labors. It is now ascertained that the 

Aldermanic committee have been authorized to 

employ an expert accountant to go over the hooks 

of the Controller’s office, and that in the meantime 
the committee suspend their investigation, a period 
which may cover several months. In view of 
these facts, together with the suggestions of the 

Controller that two investigations could hard- 

ly be conducted in the same office at the 

same time with efficiency in the present 
state of the Controller’s health. and the further 
consideration of the lateness of the term, the 


Grand Jury eoncluded not to begin the inquiry now, 
but commend it most earnestly to the next Grand 
Jury to ascertain not only how the late frauds 
were committed, and by what system similar 
frauds can hereafter be prevented, but, rurtber, to 
ascertain whether it is wholly the fault of the eya- 
tem or methods of keeping accounts in the Con- 
troller's office, or whether it may not be that facil- 
ities for embezzlement are due in some measure to 
senility in office. “These are grave questions,” 
reads the presentment. “and are of vital impor- 
tance in maintaining strict accountability and the 
high standard of credit so proudly held by the City 
of New-York.” 

The presentment commends the condition of the 
institutions on Blackwell’s and Ward's Islands, 
where they visited, besides inspecting the erib-work 
on Hart’s Island, and states that the filling in of 
some 2% acres of ground by the Department of 
Street-cleaning has been done in an eeonomiecal 
and judicious manner. At the Charity Hospital 
Dr. L. L. Seaman called the attention of the Grand 
Jury to the neeessity of having medicines for ex- 
terns! use dispensed in eorrugated glass botties, to 
avoid the great number of mistakes made in 
giving internaily mixtures intended for external 
use, especially at night. The Grand Jury make a 
presentation to the end that this improvement 
should be ordered by the Commissioners of Chari- 
ties and Correction for all the dispensaries under 
their control. The charge of the court, at the re- 
quest of counsel to the Sheriff, to investigate the 
condition of Ludlew-Street Jail came so late in the 
term, and while the Sheriff was absent, that the 
Grand Jury believes they could not make a 
thorough and satisfactory investigation with- 
in the term, and therefore commend the 
subject to the next Grand Jury. The “Hail 
of Records” is again presented as an un- 
safe building, and the presentation of the Grand 
Jury for May, 1882, is referred to. Superintendent 
Walling stated to the Grand Jury the difficulties 
that the police had in enforcing the excise law; 
that the Police Justices nearly all hold that the 
fact of keeping liquor saloons open on Sunday and 
at other times when the law requires licensed 
places to be kept closed is no violation of the law, 
and that it is necessary to proveasale. They also 
hold that to make the proof complete the witness 
must taste the liquor, so as to be able to swear 
what was sold. One Justice went so far as to call 
an officer a spy and scoundrel because he went 
into a plaee in citizen’s dress to procure evidence. 
ashe had been orderedtode. The same Justice 
threatened to nake a complaint against an officer 
for tasting liquor while on duty, notwithstanding 
this Justice had frequently held that the evidence 
was incomplete unless the witness tasted the 
liquor. The present Excise Board, however, holds 
that a licensed place must be kept closed on Sun- 
day and at other hours prescribed by law, and have 
revoked licenses for keeping open on Sunday after 
the parties arrested had been discharged by the 
Police Justices. 

Recorder Smyth said he concurred in the 
Grand Jury’s presentment, thanked them for their 
efficient work, and promised to eall the attention 
of the next Grand Jury to their recommendations, 
The Reeorder said that both the Register’s office 
and the Court of General Sessions were unfit for 
the uses to which they are put.
